REPORT. 



To THE General Assembly op Virginia: 

In presenting this, my second annual report, and the tenth from this office, I 
propose to give the general operations of the railroads in this State, and the laws 
applicable to the same, with suggestions of amendments as in my opinion will 
make them more effective. 

A discussion of through freight discriminations would be of no avail, inasmuch 
as the supreme court of the United States settled this question so far as this 
office is concerned, in October 1886, in the case of the Wabash, St. Louis, and 
Pacific Railroad Company against the people of the State of Illinois. The ques- 
tion presented in this case as it came to the supreme court was the general subject 
of the power of the State legislature to regulate fares and tolls for passengers and 
freights over railroads within their limits. The specific charge was that the rail- 
road company charged parties in Oilman, Illinois, twenty-five cents per hundred 
pounds to transport goods from that place to New York city, and charged other 
parties in Peoria, 111., eighty-six miles further from ^New York city, only fifteen 
cents per hundred pounds to carry their goods to New York city. 

The case was tried in several Illinois courts with varying results, until finally 
the supreme court of the State held that this discrimination was in violation of 
State laws, and rendered judgment against the railroad company. 

The decision of the supreme court is in effect that the State law regulating 
freight charges cannot apply to interstate traffic, as such application would trench 
upon the constitutional powers of Congress, and be a damaging restriction of the 
freedom of traffic. Justice Miller, who delivered the opinion of the court, says on 
this point : " of the justice of propriety of the principles which lie at the founda- 
tion of the Illinois statute, it is now the province of this court to speak. As 
restricted to a transportation which begins and ends w^ithin the limits of the State, 
it may be very just and equitable, and it certainly is the province of the State 
legislature to determine the question. But when it attempted to apply to trans- 
portation through an entire series of States, a principal of this kind and each one 
of the States or a half a dozen States shall attempt to establish its own rates of 
transportation, its own methods to prevent discrimination in rates or to punish it, 
deleterious influence upon the freedom of commerce among the States and upon 
the transportation of goods through these States could not be overestimated. 
That this species of legislation is one which must be, if established at all, of a 
general or national character, and cannot be safely and wisely remitted to local 
roles and local regulations, we think is clear from what has already been said. 
And if it be a regulation of commerce, as we think we have demonstrated that it is. 
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and the Illinois court concedes it to be, it most be of that national character, and the 
regulation can only appropriately be general rules and principles, which commerce 
demand that it should be done by the Congress of the United States under the 
clause of the Constitution. The judgment of the supreme court of Illinois is there- 
fore reversed, and the case remanded to that court for further proceedings in con- 
formity with this opinion." Chief-Justice Waite, Justices Gray and Bradley dis- 
sent from the opinion of the court, holding that Congress not having legislated to 
prevent ui\just discrimination in railroad charges, the State of Illinois has the 
power to do so. The dissenting judges think the effect of the present decision of 
the court will be to surrender and give over the first powers of the State to the 
railroad corporations which they have created, and which depend upon all their 
powers from the grants received from the States. 

And again, the forty-ninth Congress has passed what is known as the " inter- 
State commerce bill," which gives the President of the United States the power 
to appoint five commissioners to regulate all questions as to commerce between 
the States, but in the bill it is expressly provided the railroad commissioners of the 
United States shall have no jurisdiction over the transportation of passengers or 
property, or to the receiving, delivering, storage or hauling of property wholly 
within one State. These questions are left entirely to the jurisdiction of your 
commissioner. 

A copy of the bill is herewith submitted as a part of this report.

Mr. Crisp, from the committee of conference on the disagreeing votes of the two 
houses on the amendment of the House to< the bill (S. 1532) " to regulate com- 
merce," submitted the following 

CONFERENCE REPORT. 

The committee of conference on the disagreeing votes of the two houses on the 
amendment of the House to the bill (S. 1532) "to regulate commerce," having 
met, after full and free conference, have agreed to recommend, and do recom- 
mend, to their respective houses, as follows : 

That the House recede from its amendment, and agree to the bill of the Senate, 
with the following amendment thereto in the nature of a substitute, and that the 
Senate agree to the same : 
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AMENDMENT. 

Strike out all after the enacting clause and insert the following : 

That the provisions of this act shall apply to any common carrier or carriers 
engaged in the transportation of passengers or property wholly by railroad, or 
partly by railroad and partly by water when both are used, under a common con- 
trol, management, or arrangement, for a continuous carriage or shipment, from 
one State or Territory of the United States, or the District of Columbia, to any 
other State or Territory of the United States, or the District of Columbia, or from 
any place in the United States to an adjacent foreign country, or from any place in 
the United States through a foreign country to any other place in the United 
States, and also to the transportation in like manner of property shipped from any 
place in the United States tb a foreign country and carried from such place to a 
port of trans-shipment, or shipped from a foreign country to any place in the 
United States and carried to such place from a port of entry either in the United States 
or an adjacent foreign country : provided, however, that the provisions of this act 
shall not apply to the transportion of passengers or property, or to the receiving, 
delivering, storage, or handling of property, wholly within one State, and not 
shipped to or fitjm a foreign country from or to any State or Territory as aforesaid. 

The term " railroad " as used in this act shall include all bridges and ferries used 
or operated in connection with any railroad, and also all the road in use by any 
corporation operating a railroad whether owned or operated under a contract, 
agreement, or leas? ; and the term, " transportation " shall include all instrumen- 
talities of shipment or carriage. 

All charges made for any service rendered or to be rendered in the transporta- 
tion of passengers or property as aforesaid, or in connection therewith, or for the 
receiving, delivering, storage, or handling of such property, shall be reasonable 
and just ; and every unjust and unreasonable charge for such service is prohibited 
and declared to be unlawful. 

Sec. 2. That if any common carrier subject to the provisions of this act shall, 
directly or indirectly, by any special rate, rebate, drawback, or other device, 
chai^, demand, collect, or receive from any person or persons a greater or less 
compensation for any service rendered, or to be rendered, in the transportation of 
passengers or property, subject to the provisions of this act., than it charges, de- 
mands, collects, or receives from any other person or persons for doing for him or 
them a like and contemporaneous service in the transportation of a like kind of 
traffic under substantially similar circumstances and conditions, such common car- 
rier shall be deemed guilty of unjust discrimination, which is hereby prohibited 
and declared to be unlawful. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be unlawful for any common carrier subject to the provis- 
ions of this act to make or give any undue or unreasonable preference or advant- 
age to any particular person, company, firm, corporation, or locality, or any par- 
ticular description of traffic, in any respect whatsoever, or to subject any particu- 
lar person, company, firm, corporation, or locality, or any particular description of 
traffic, to any undue or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage in any respect 
whatsoever. 

Every common carrier subject to the provisions of this act shall, according to 
their respective powers, afford all reasonable, proper, and equal facilities for the 
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interchange of traffic between their respective lines, and for the receiving, for- 
warding, and delivering of passengers and property to and from their several lines 
and those connecting therewith, and shall not discriminate in their rates and 
charges between such connecting lines ; but this shall not be construed as requir- 
ing any sucih common carrier to give the use of its tracks or terminal facilities to 
another carrier engaged in like business. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be unlawful for any common carrier subject to the provis- 
ions of this act to charge or receive any greater compensation in the aggregate for 
the transportation of passengers or of like kind of property, under substantially 
similar circumstances and conditions, for a shorter than for a longer distance over 
the same line, in the same direction, the shorter being included within the longer 
distance ; but this shall not be construed as authorizing any common carrier with- 
in the terms of this act to charge and receive as great compensation for a shorter 
as for a longer distance : provided, however, that upon application to the commis- 
sion appointed under the provisions of this act, such common carrier may, in 
special cases, after investigation by the commission, be authorized to charge less 
for longer than for shorter distances for the transportation of passengers or prop- 
erty ; and the commission may from time to time prescribe the extent to which 
such designated common carrier may be relieved from the operation of this sec- 
tion of this act. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be unlawful for any common carrier subject to the provis- 
ions of this act to enter into any contract, agreement, or combination with any 
other common carrier or carriers for the pooling of freights of different and com- 
peting railroads, or to divide between them the aggregate or net proceeds of the 
earnings of such railroads, or any portion thereof; and in any case of an agree- 
ment for the pooling of freights as aforesaid, each day of its continuance shall be 
deemed a separate offence. 

Sec*. 6. That every common carrier subject to the provisions of this act shall 
print and keep for public inspection schedules showing the rates and fares and 
chargesfor the transportation of passengers and property which any such common 
carrier has established and which are in force at the time upon its railroad, as 
defined by the first section of this act. The schedules printed as aforesaid by any 
such common carrier shall plainly state the places upon its railroad between which 
property and passengers will be carried, and shall contain the classification of 
freight in force upon such railroad, and shall also state separately the terminal 
charges and any rules or regulations which in anywise change, affect, or determine 
any part of the aggregate of such aforesaid rates and fares and charges. Such 
schedules shall be plainly printed in large type, of at least the size of ordinary 
pica, and copies for the use of the public shall be kept in every depot or station 
upon any such railroad, in such places and in such form that they can be conve- 
niently inspected. 

Any common carrier subject to the provisions of this act receiving freight in the 
United States to be carried through a foreign country to any place in the United 
States shall also in like manner print and keep for public inspection, at every 
depot where such freight is received for shipment, schedules showing the through 
rates established and charged by such common carrier to all points in the United 
States, beyond the foreign country to which it accepts freight for shipment ; and 
any freight shipped from the United States, through a foreign country into the 
United States, the through rate on which shall not have been made public as 
required by this act, shall, before it is admitted into the United States frt>m said 
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foreign country, be subject to customs duties as if said freight were of foreign pro- 
duction ; and any law in conflict with this section is hereby repealed. 

No advance shall be made in the rates, fares, and charges which have been estab- 
lished and published as aforesaid by any common carrier in compliance with the 
requirements of this section, except after ten days* public notice, which shall 
plainly state the changes proposed to be made in the schedule then in force, and 
the time when the increased rates, fares, or charges will go into effect ; and the pro- 
posed changes shall be shown by printing new schedules, or shall be plainly indi- 
cated upon the schedules in force at the time and kept for public inspection. Re- 
ductions in such published rates, fares, or charges may be made without previous 
public notice ; but whenever any such reduction is made, notice of the same shall 
immediately be publicly posted, and the changes made shall immediately be made 
public by printing new schedules, or shall immediately be plainly indicated upon 
the schedules at the time in force ^nd kept for public inspection. 

And when any such common carrier shall have established and published its 
rates, fares, and charges, in compliance with the provisions of this section, it shall 
be unlawful for such common carrier to charge, demand, collect, or receive from 
any person or persons a greater or less compensation for the transportation of pas- 
sengers or property, or for any services in connection therewith, than is specified 
in such published schedule of rates, fares, and charges as may at the time be in 
force. 

Every common carrier subject to the provisions of this act, shall file with the 
commission hereinafter provided for, copies of its schedules of rates, fares, and 
charges which have been established and published in compliance with the 
requirements of this section, and shall promptly notify said commission of all 
changes made in the same. Every such common carrier shall also file with said 
commission copies of all contracts, agreements, or arrangements with other com- 
mon carriers in relation to any traffic afiected by the provisions of this act to 
which it may be a party. And in cases where passengers and freight pass over 
continuous lines or routes operated by more than one common carrier, and the 
several common carriers operating such lines or routes establish joint tarifis of 
rates or fares or charges for such continuous lines or routes, copies of such joint 
tariflfs shall also, in like manner, be filed with said commission. Such joint rates, 
fares, and charges on such continuous lines so filed as aforesaid, shall be made pub- 
lic by such common carriers when directed by said commission, in so far as may 
in the judgment of the commission, be deemed practicable ; and said commission 
shall, from time to time, prescribe the measure of publicity which shall be given 
to such rates, fares, and charges, or to such part of them as it may deem it practi- 
cable for such common carriers to publish, and the places in which they shall be 
published ; but no common carrier party to any such joint tarifi" shall be liable for 
the failure of any other common carrier party thereto to observe and adhere to the 
rates, fares, or charges thus made and published . 

If any such common carrier shall neglect or refuse to file or publish its sched- 
ules or tarifis of rates, fares, and charges, as provided in this section, or any part 
of the same, such common carrier shall, in addition to other penalties herein pre- 
scribed, be subject to a writ of mandamus, to be issued by any circuit court of the 
United States in the judicial district wherein the principal ofiSce of said common 
carrier is situated or wherein such ofience may be committed, and if such com- 
mon carrier be a foreign corx)oration, in the judicial circuit wherein such common 
carrier accepts tra£&c and has an agent to perform such service, to compel com-

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pliance with the aforesaid provisions of this section ; and such writ shall issue in 
the name of the people of the United States, at the relation of the commissioners 
appointed under the provisions of this act ; and failure to comply with its require- 
ments shall be punishable as and for a contempt ; and the said commissioners, as 
complainants, may also apply, in any such circuit court of the United States, for a 
writ of injunction against such common carrier, to restrain* such common carrier 
from receiving or transporting property among the several States and Territories of 
the United States, or between the United States and adjacent foreign countries, or 
between ports of trans-shipment and of entry and the several States and Territo- 
ries of the United States, as mentioned in the first section of this act, until such 
common carrier shall have complied with the aforesaid provisions of this section 
of this act. 

Sbc. 7. That it shall be unlawful for any common carrier subject to the provis- 
ions of this act to enter into any combination, contract, or agreement, expressed 
or implied, to prevent, by change of time schedule, carriage in difierent cars, or 
by other means or devices, the carriage of freights from being continuous from the 
place of shipment to the place of destination ; and no break of bulk, stoppage, or 
interruption made by such common carrier shall prevent the carriage of freights 
from being treated as one continuous carriage from the place of shipment to the 
place of destination, unless such break, stoppage, or interruption was made in good 
faith for some necessary purpose, and without any intent to avoid or unnecessarily 
interrupt such continuous carriage or to evade any of the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 8. That in case any common carrier subject to the provisions of this act 
shall do, cause to be done, or permit to be done any act, matter, or thing in 
this act prohibited or declared to be unlawful, or shall omit to do any act, matter, 
or^thing in this act required to be done, such common carrier shall be liable to 
the person or persons injured thereby for the full amount of damages sustained 
in consequence of any such violation of the provisions of this act, together with 
a reasonable counsel or attortiey's fee, to be fixed by the court in every case of 
recovery, which attorney's fee shall be taxed and collected as part of the costs in 
the case. 

Sec. 9. That any person or persons claiming to be damaged by any common 
carrier, subject to the provisions of this act, may either make complaint to the 
commission as hereinafter provided for, or may bring suit in his or their own 
behalf for the recovery of the damages for which such common carrier may be 
liable under the provisions of this act, in any district or circuit court of the United 
States of competent jurisdiction; but such person or persons shall not have the 
right to pursue both of said remedies, and must in each case elect which one of 
the two methods of procedure herein provided for he or they will adopt. In any 
such action brought for the recovery of damages, the court before which the sam'e 
shall be pending, may compel any director, oflScer, receiver, trustee, or agent of the 
corporation or company defendant in such feuit to attend, appear, and testify in 
such case, and may compel the production of the books and papers of such cor- 
poration or company party to any such suit ; the claim that any such testimony or 
evidence may tend to criminate the person giving such evidence shall not excuse 
such witness from testifying, but such evidence or testimony shall not be used 
against such person on the trial of any criminal proceeding. 

Sec. 10. That any common carrier, subject to the provisions of this act, or, 
whenever such common carrier is a corporation, any director or oflficer thereof, 
or any receiver, trustee, lessee, agent, or person acting for or employed by such 
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corporation, who, alone or with any other corporation, company, person, or party, 
shall willfully do or cause to be done, or shall willingly suffer or permit to be 
done, any act, matter, or thing in this act prohibited or declared to be unlawful, 
or who shall aid or abet therein, or shall willfully omit or fail to do any act, mat- 
ter, or thing in this act required to be done, or shall cause or willingly suffer or 
permit any act, matter*', or thing so directed or required by this act to be done not 
to be so done, or shall aid or abet any such omission or failure, or shall be guilty 
of any infraction of this act, or shall aid or abet therein, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon conviction thereof in any district court of the 
United States within the jurisdiction of which such offence was committed, be 
subject to a fine of not to exceed five thousand dollars for each offence. 

Sec. 11. That a commission is hereby created and established, to be known as 
the interstate commerce commission, which shall be composed of five commis- 
sioners, who shall be appointed by the President, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. The commissioners first appointed under this act shall con- 
tinue in office for the term of two, three, four, five, and six years, respectively, 
from the first day of January, Anno Domini eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, 
the term of each to be designated by the President ; but their successors shall be 
appointe<l for terms of six years, except that any person chosen to fill a vacancy 
shall be appointed only for the unexpired time of the commissioner whom he 
shall succeed. Any commissioner may be removed by the President for inefl5- 
ciency, neglect of duty,' or malfeasance in oflBce. Not more than three of the 
commissioners shall be appointed from the same political party. No person in 
the employ of, or holding any ofiicial relatibn to any common carrier subject to 
the provision of this act, or owning stock or bonds thereof, or who is in any man- 
ner pecuniarily interested therein, shall enter upon the duties of or hold sifch 
office. Said commissioner shall not engage in any other business, vocation, or 
employment. No vacancy in the commission shall impair the right of the re- 
maining commissioners to exercise all the powers of the commission. 

Sec. 12. That the commission hereby created shall have authority to inquire 
into the management of the business of all common carriers subject to the pro- 
visions of this act, and shall keep itself informed as to the manner and method 
in which the same is conducted, and shall have the right to obtain from such 
common carriers full and complete information necessary to enable the commis- 
sion to perform the duties and carry out the objects for which it was created ; and 
for the purposes of this act the commission shall have the power to require the 
attendance and testimony of witnesses and the production of all books, papers, 
tariffs, contracts, agreements, and documents relating to any matter under investi- 
gation, and to that end may invoke the aid of any court of the United States in 
requiring the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the production of books, 
papers, and documents under the provisions of this section. 

And any of the circuit courts of the United States within the jurisdiction of which 
such inquiry is carried on may, in case of contumacy or refusal to obey a subpoena 
issued to any common carrier subject to the provisions of this act, or other per- 
son, issue an order requiring such common carrier or other person to appear 
before said commission (and produce books and papers if so ordered) and give 
evidence touching the matter in question ; and any failure to obey such order of the 
court may be punished by such court as a contempt thereof. The claim that any 
such testimony or evidence may tend to criminate the person giving such evi- 
dence shall not excuse such witness from testifying ; but such evidence or testi- 
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mony shall not be used against such person on the trial of any criminal proceed- 
ing?. 

Sec. 13. That any person, firm, corporation, or association, or any mercantile, 
agricultural, or manufacturing society, or any body politic or municipal organiza- 
tion complaining of anything done or omitted to be done l^y any common carrier 
subject to the provisions of this act in contravention of the provisions thereof, 
may apply to said commission by petition, which shall briefly state the facts ; 
whereupon a statement of the charges thus made shall be forwarded by the com- 
mission to such common carrier, w^ho shall be called upon to satisfy the com- 
plaint or to answer the same in writing within a reasonable time, to be specified 
by the commission. If such common carrier, within the time specified, shall 
make reparation for the injury alleged to have been done, said carrier shall be 
relieved of liability to the complainant only for the particular violation of law 
thus complained of. If such carrier shall not satisfy the complaint within the 
time specified, or there shall appear to be any rejisonable ground for investigating 
said complaint, it shall be the duty of the commission to investigate the matters 
complained of in such manner and by such means as it shall deem proper. 

Said commission shall in like manner investigate any complaint forwarded by 
the railroad commissioner or railroad commission of any State or Territory, at the 
request of such commisioner or commission, and may institute an inquiry on its 
own motion in the same manner and to the same eflect as though complaint had 
been made. 

No complaint shall at any time be dismissed because of the absence of direct 
damage to the complainant. 

Sec. 14. That whenever an investigation shall be made by said commission, it 
shall be its duty to make a reix)rt in writing in respect thereto, which shall include 
the findings of fact upon which the conclusions of the commission are based, 
together with its recommendation as to what reparation, if any, should be made 
by the common carrier to any party or parties who may be found to have been 
injured ; and such findings so made, shall thereafter, in all judicial proceedings, be 
deemed prima facie evidence as to each and every fact found. 

All rei)orts of investigations made by the commission shall be entered of record, 
and a copy thereof shall be furnished to the party who may have complained, and 
to any common carrier that may have been complained of. 

Sec. 15. That if in any case in which an investigation shall be made by said com- 
mission it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of the commission, either by 
the testimony of witnesses or other evidence, that anything has been done or 
omitted to be done in violation of the provisions of this act, or of any law cogniza- 
ble by said comirission, by any common carrier, or that any injury or damage has 
been sustained by the party or parties complaining, or by other parties aggrieved 
in consequence of any such violation, it shall be the duty of the commission to 
forthwith cause a copy of its report in respect thereto to be delivered to such com- 
mon carrier, together with a notice to said common carrier to cekae and desist from 
such violation, or to make reparation for the injuiy so found to have been done, 
or both, within a reasonable time, to be specified by the commission ; and if, within 
the time specified, it shall be made to appear to the commission that such common 
carrier has ceased from such violation of law, and has made reparation for the in- 
jury found to have been done, in compliance with the report and notice of the 
commission, or to the satisfaction of the party complaining, a statement to that 
effect shall be entered of record by the commission, and the said common carrier 
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shall thereupon be relieved from further liability or penalty for such jmrticular 
violation of law. 

Sec. 16. That whenever any common carrier, as defined in and subject to the 
provisions of this act, shall violate or refuse or neglect to obey any lawful order or 
requirement of the commission in this act named, it shall be the duty of the com- 
mission, and lawful for any company or person interested in such order or require- 
ment, to apply, in a summary way, by petition, to the circuit court of the United 
States sitting in equity in the judicial district in which the common carrier com- 
plained of has its principal office, or in which the violation or disobedience of such 
order or requirement shall happen, alleging such violation or disobedience, as the 
case may be ; and the said court shall have power to hear and determine the mat- 
ter, on such short notice to the common carrier complained of as the court shall 
deem reasonable ; and such notice may be served on such common carrier, his or 
its officers, agents, or servants, in such manner as the court shall direct ; and said 
court shall proceed to hear and determine the matter speedily as a court of equity, 
and without the formal pleadings and proceedings applicable to ordinary suits in 
equity, but in such manner as to do justice in the premises ; and to this end such 
court shall have power, if it think fit, to direct and prosecute, in such mode and 
by such persons as it may appoint, all such inquiries as the court may think need- 
ful to enable it to form a just judgment in the matter of such petition ; and on 
such hearing the report of said commission shall be prima facie evidence of the 
matters therein stated ; and if it be made to appear to such court on such hearing 
or on report of any such person or persons that the lawful order or requirement 
of said commission drawn in question has been violated or disobeyed, it shall be 
lawful for such court to issue a writ of injunction or other proper process, manda- 
tory or otherwise, to restrain such common carrier from further continuing such 
violation or disobedience of such order or requirement of said commission, and 
enjoining obedience to the same ; and in case of any disobedience of any such 
writ of injunction or other proper process, mandatory or otherwise, it shall be 
lawful for such court to issue writs of attachment, or any other process of said 
court incident or applicable to writs of injunction or other proper process, manda- 
tory or otherwise, against such common carrier, and if a corporation, against one 
or more of the directors, officers, or agents of the same, or against any owner, 
lessee, trustee, receiver, or other person failing to obey such writ of injunction or 
other proper process, mandatory or otherwise ; and said court may, if it shall 
think fit, make an order directing such common carrier or other person so diso- 
beying such writ of injunction or other proper process, mandatory or otherwise 
to pay such sum of money, not exceeding for each carrier or person in default, the 
sum of 1500, for every day after a day to be named in the order that such carrier 
or other other person shall fail to obey such injunction or other proper process, 
mandatory or otherwise ; and such moneys shall be payable, as the court shall 
direct, either to the party complaining, or into court to abide the ultimate decision 
of the court, or into the treasury ; and payment thereof may, without prejudice to 
any other mode of recovering the same, be enforced by attachment or order 
in the nature of a writ of execution, in like manner as if the same had been 
recovered by a final decree in personam in such court. When the subject in dis- 
pute shall be of the value of two thousand dollars or more, either party to such 
proceeding before said court may appeal to the supreme court of the United 
States, under the same regulations now provided by law in respect of security for 
snch appeal ; but such appeal shall not operate to stay or supersede the order of 
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the court or the execution of any writ or process thereon ; and such court may 
in every such matter, order the payment of such coats and counsel fees as shall be 
deemed reasonable. Whenever any such petition shall be filed or presented by 
the commission, it shall be the duty of the district attorney, under the direction 
of the Attorney-General of the United States, to prosecute the same ; and the 
costs and expenses of such prosecution shall be paid out of the appropriation for 
the expenses of the courts of the Unit' d States. For the purposes of this act, 
excepting its penal provisions, the circuit courts of the United States shall be 
deemed to be always in session. 

Sec. 17. That the commission may conduct its proceedings in such manner as 
will best conduce to the proper dispatch of business and to the ends of justice. 
A majority of the commission shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, but no commissioner shall participate in any hearing or proceeding in 
which he has any pecuniary interest. Said commission may, from time to time, 
make or amend such general rules or orders as may be reqisite for the order and 
regulation of proceedings before it, including forms of notices and the service 
thereof, ^hich shall conform as nearly as may be, to those in use in the cpurts of 
the United States. Any party may appear before said commission and be heard, 
in person or by attorney. Every vote and official act of the commission shall be 
entered of record, and its proceedings shall be public upon the request of either 
party interested. Said commission shall have an official seal which shall be 
judicially noticed. Either of the members of the commission may administer 
oaths and affirmations. 

Sec. 18. That ea<?h commissioner shall receive an annual salary of seven thou- 
sand five hundred dollars, payable in the same manner as the salaries of judges of 
the courts of the United States. The commission shall appoint a secretary, who 
shall receive an annual .salary of three thousand five hundred dollars, payable in 
like manner. Thie commission shall have authority to employ and fix the 
compensation of such other employees as it may find necessary to the proper per- 
formance of its duties, subject to the approval of the Secretary of the Interior. 

The commission shall be furnished by the Secretary of the Interior with suitable 
offices and all necessary office supplies. Witnesses summoned before the commis- 
sion shall be paid the same fees and mileage that are paid witnesses in the courts 
of the United States. 

All of the expenses of the commission, including all necessary expenses for 
transportation incurred by the commissioners, or by their employees under their 
orders, in making any investigation in any other places than in the city of Wash- 
ington, shall be allowed and paid, on the presentation of itemized vouchers there- 
for approved by the chairman of the commission and the Secretary of the Interior. 

Sec. 19. That the principal office of the commission shall be in the city of 
W^ashington, where its general sessions shall be held; but whenever the con- 
venience of the public or of the parties may be promoted or delay or expense pre- 
vented thereby, the commission may hold special sessions in any part of the 
United States. It may, by one or more of the commissioners, prosecute any in- 
quiry necessary to its duties, in any part of the United States, into any matter or 
question of fact pertaining to the business of any common carrier subject to the 
provisions of this act. 

Sec. 20. That the commission is hereby authorized to require annual reports 
from all common carriers subject to the provisions of this act, to fix the time and 
prescribe the manner in which such reports shall be made, and to require from 
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such carriers specific answers to all questions upon which the Commission may 
need information. Such annual reports shall show in detail the amount of capital 
stock issued, the amounts paid therefor, and the manner of payment fdr the same ; 
the dividends paid, the surplus fund, if any, and the number of stockholders ; the 
funded and floating debts and the interest paid thereon ; the cost and value of the 
carrier's property, franchises, and equipment ; the number of employees and the 
salaries jMiid each class ; the amounts expended for improvements each year, how 
expended, and the character of such improvements ; the earnings and receipts 
from each branch of business and from all sources ; the operating and other ex- 
pehses; the balances of profit and loss; and a complete exhibit of the financial 
operations of the carrier each year, including an annual balance sheet. Such re- 
ports shall also contain such information in relation to rates or regulations con- 
cerning fares or freights, or agreements, arrangements, or contracts with other 
common carriers, as the commission may require; and the said commission may. 
within its discretion, for the purpose of enabling it the better to carry out the pur- 
poses of this act, prescribe (if in the opinion of the Commission it is practicable to 
prescribe such uniformity and methods of keeping accounts) a period of time 
within which all common carriers subject to the provisions of this act shall have, 
as near as may be, a uniform system of accounts, and the manner in which such 
accounts shall be kept. 

Sec. 21. That the commission shall, on or before the first day of December in 
each year, make a report to the Secretary of the Interior, which shall be by him 
transmitted to Congress, and copies of which shall be distributed as are the other 
reports issued from the Interior Department. This report shall contain such in- 
formation and data collected by the commission as may be considered of value in 
the determination of questions connected with the regulation of commerce, to- 
gether with such recommendations as to additional legislation relating thereto as 
the commission may deem necessary. 

Sec. 22. That nothing in this act shall apply to the carnage, storage, or handling 
of property free or at reduced rates for the United States, State, or municipal gov- 
ernments, or for charitable purposes, or to or from fairs and expositions for exhibi- 
tion thereat, or the issuance of mileage, excursion, or commutation passenger 
tickets; nothing in this act shall be construed to prohibit any common carrier from 
giving reduced rates to ministers of religion ; nothing in this act shall be construed 
to prevent railroads from giving free carriage to their own officers and employees, 
or to prevent the principal oflScers of any railroad company or companies from 
exchanging passes or tickets with other railroad companies or their oflScers and 
employees ; and nothing in this act contained sl^U in any way abridge or alter the 
remedies now existing at common law or by statlte, but the provisions of this act 
are in addition to such remedies : provided, that no pending litigation shall in any 
way be affected by this act. 

Sec. 23. That the sum of one hundred thousand dollars is hereby appropriated 
for the use and purposes of this act for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, Anno 
Domini eighteen hundred and eighty-eight* and the intervening time anterior 
tberetD. 

Sec. 24. That the provisions of sections 11 and 18 of this act, relating to the 
appointment ai^d organization of the commission herein provided for, shall take 
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#r£Pw,'t immediately, and the remaining provisions of this act shall take effect sixty 
'Jay« after itfl poissage.

HTATEMENT OF CONFERREES ON THE PART OF THE HOUSE. 

[Required by Rule XXIX.] 

The House conferrees on the disagreeing votes between the two houses on the 
liill of the Senate "to regulate commerce," and the bill of the House "to regulate 
commerce among the States, and prevent unjust discrimination by common car- 
riers," make the following detailed statement of the changes between the House 
bill and the substitute herewith appended. 

The action of the House being to adopt a single amendment, your committee^ 
without attempting to call attention to the precise changes made in each section 
of the bill, report to the House the substance and effect of the changes made, as 
following: 

The ftill of the House applied only to the transportation of freight, and the bill 
as adopted embraces the transportation of passengers as well as freight. 

The bill of the House was limited to the regulation of such transportation on 
railroads. The bill as reported provides for the regulation of the transportation 
of property partly by railroad and partly by water, when both are used under a 
common control, management, or arrangement, for a continuous carriage or ship- 
ment from one State or Territory of the United States, or the District of Columbia, 
to any other State or Territory of the United States, or the District of Columbia. 

The bill which we report defines the term " railroad," as used in it, to include all 
bridges, ferries used or operated with any railroad, which is in addition to the pro- 
visions of the House bill. 

The second section of the substitute bill adopts substantially the provisions of 
the House bill against discrimination by special rates, rebates, drawbacks, and 
other devices, and declares that any one making such discrimination shall be 
guilty of unjust discrimination, which is hereby prohibited, and declared unlaw- 
ful. 

The third section of the substitute embraces substantially the provisions of the 
bill of the House, in requiring equal facilities and advantages for all shippers, 
without exception, and has a provision requiring equal facilities for the inter- 
change of traffic with all other railroads for the carriage of property and passen- 
gers, and forbids any discrimination by one railroad in the fiicilities furnished 
against any other railroad. It contains a clause declaring that this act shall not be 
construed as requiring such common carrier to give the use of its tracks or ter- 
minal facilities to any common carrier engaged in like business. 

The fourth section adopts substantially the provisions of the House bill on the 
long and short haul, with the following proviso : That upon application to the 
commission appointed under the provisions of this act such common carrier may. 
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in special cases, after investigation by the commission, be authorized to charge less 
for a longer than for a shorter distance for the transportation of passengers and 
property, and that the commission may, from time to time, prescribe the extent 
to which such common carrier may be relieved from the operation of this sec- 
tion. 

The fifth section of the substitute bill is a copy of the clause in the House bill 
prohibiting pooling, with an amendment striking out the words of the House bill 
"by dividing," and ifiserting in lieu thereof the words "or to divide," and with 
the addition of the words in line 3, after the word "combination," "with any 
other common carrier or carriers." • 

The sixth section is a substitute for the provisions of the House and Senate bills 
in relation to the publication of schedules showing the rates, fares, and charges 
for the transportation of passengers and property. Instead of requiring the rates 
to be posted up, as was provided in the House bill, it requires that, after ninety 
days from the passage of the act, every common carrier subject to its provisions 
shall have printed, and keep for public inspection, schedules showing such rates, 
fares, and charges, and, in addition to requiring the railroads to give publicity at 
all of the depots on their several lines, it gives authority to the commission, wheie 
it is proper and necessary, to require them to give publicity to their rates to other 
places beyond the lines of their several railroads. 

It also provides that the rates, fares, and charges shall not be raised except after 
ten days of public notice, but that they may be reduced without previous public 
notice ; the notice, however, shall be simultaneous with the reduction itself, and 
it requires that all common carriers subject to the provisions of this act shall file 
with the commission provided for in the bill, copies of the schedules which have 
been established, and shall promptly notify said commission of all changes made 
in the same ; and that they shall file with the commission copies of all contracts, 
arrangements, or agreements with other common carriers in relation to traffic 
affected by the provisions of this bill ; and in cases where passengers and freights 
pass over continuous lines or routes operated by more than one common carrier, 
and the several common carriers operating such lines or routes establish joint 
tariffs of rates or fares or charges for such continuous lines or routes, copies of 
such joint tariffs shall also be filed with the commis.sion, and made public,Mfso 
directed by the commission. 

iThe section also provides that where common carriers subject to its provisions 
shall neglect or refuse to file or publish its schedules of tariffs or rates and fares, 
or any part of the same, such common carrier shall, in addition to the penalties 
herein prescribed, be subject to a writ of mandamus, to be issued by any circuit 
court of the United States, in any judicial district wherein the principal ofiSce of 
the common carrier is situated, or wherein such offence may be committed, requir- 
ing a compliance with the provisions of the act. 

The seventh section of the substitute bill contains substantially the provisions 
of the first part of the second section of the House bill, in relation to the contin- 
nons carriage of property and persons from the place of shipment to the place of 
deBtination. 

The eighth section of the substitute bill contains the substance of the seventh 
section of the House bill in regard to dam^es and counseFs fees, but expressed in 
somewhat different language. 

The ninth section of the substitute bill is a new^ section, which provides that. 
persons claiming to have been damaged by the action of common carriers may

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proceed for the recovery of their damages either in the courts of the United States 
or before the commission herein provided for, as they may elect, but not before 
both tribunals. This section, which gives jurisdiction to courts of the United 
States, does not give jurisdiction in civil suits to the State courts, as was provided 
for in the House bill. 

Thin .section of the substitute bill also provides that the courts shall have power 
to compel any director, officer, receiver, trustee, or agent of the corporation or 
company defendant in such suit to attend, appear, and testify in such case, and 
may comi^el the production of the books and papers of such corporation or com- 
pany party to any such suit ; and it provides further that the claim that any such 
testimony or evidence may tend to criminate the person giving such evidence shall 
not excuse such witness from testifying; but that such evidence or testimony shall 
not be used against such person on the trial of any criminal proceeding. 

Tlie tenth section of the substitute bill makes it a penal offence to violate any 
of tiie provisions of this act, and is substantially the eighth section of the House 
bill, except that it puts the maximum of the fine w'hich may be imposed at the 
sum of live thousand dollars instead of two thousand dollars, as was provided for 
bv the House bill. 

The eleventh and subsequent sections to the twenty-first, inclusive of the sub- 
stitute bill, contain the substance of the Senate's bill providing for a commission, 
except as modified by the provisions of the substitute bill herein recited. 

It provides for a commission to consist of five persons, whose term of oflSce shall 
be for six years, except for the first appointments, which are to be for two, three* 
four, five, and six years. The members of this commission are to be appointed by 
tlie President by and with the advice of the Senate. Their principal oflfice shall 
be in Washington, but they may hold sessions at other places than Washington, 
and a single member of the comuiission may take testimony anywhere, as may 
be directed bv the commission. 

These commissioners have salaries of $7,500 each. The commission has the 
IK)wer to appoint a secretary, with an annual salary of ^3,500, and has authority 
to employ and fix the compensation of such other employees as it may find neces- 
sary to the proper performance of its duties, subject to the approval of the Secre- 
tary o^ the interior. 

The nineteenth section of the Senate's bill, providing for a reference of the 
question of pooling to the commission, is not embraced in this substitute. 

Section twenty-two of the substitute bill, among other things, provides that 
nothin*r in this act contained shall in any way abridge or alter the remedies now 
existing at common law or by statute, but that the provisions of this act are in addi- 
tion to such remedies, with a proviso that no pending litigation shall in any way be 
att'ected by this act. 

Section twenty-four of the substitute bill provides that the act shall go into 
ertect sixty days after its passiige, as, in the opinion of your committee, it was 
deemed best to give the railroads sufficient time to prepare their schedules and to 
modify their management in accordance with the provisions of this bill. The 
appointment of the commission, however, is to be made at once, as it has to be 
organized, and as said schedules of rates and charges have to be filed with said 
commission.

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Inasmuch as your commissioner has exclusive jurisdiction over the transporta- 
tion of passengers, property, &c., within the limits of the State, it is eminently 
proper that the statutes now in force in Virginia be embodied in this report. Of 
course only those statutes that relate strictly to this office will be given. 

In the year 1877, the act creating the office of railroad commissioner and defin- 
ing his duties was passed. In creating this office there were necessarily required 
many amendments to the then existing laws, as prior to the year 1877, all the 
reports now made by the railroad companies to the railroad commissioner were 
made to the Board of Public Works. I beg leave here to insert the railroad laws 
of this Stat€, and will then call your Attention to such sections as, in my opinion, 
should be amended. 

CODE, 1873, CHAPTER 61. 

Wlien and how a railroad comjmny shall transport; and its rates of toll. 

1(). So soon as any portion of a railroad may be ready for transportion, the 
railroad company may, by its officers and agents, or by contractors, transport per- 
sons and property on the same, for which purpose there shall be kept in good 
order such locomotives, cars, and other things as may be proper. The company 
shall have the exclusive right of transportation on its road, and shall, upon the 
payment or tender of the lawful rates of toll, transport to and deliver at any 
depot or other regular stopping place indicated by the owner, such articles as shall 
be delivered or offered at any depot or other receiving place, in proper condition, 
to be transported. The property of all persons shall, as far as practicable, be trans- 
ported in the order of time in which it shall be delivered or oflered, and the tolls 
paid or tendered. 

Penalty for fa Uures. 
I 

17. If the railroad company shall, after payment or tender of the lawful tolls, 
fail to receive or to transport, or to deliver in a reasonable time any property so 
delivered or offered, or fail to take up or set down any passenger at such depot or 
other regular stopping place, as he may desire, or if the said company«hall demand 
and receive more than is lawful, it shall forfeit to the injured party, a sum, to be 
recovered by motion or action, of not less than twenty-five nor more than oae 
hundred dollars. 

Rates of toll on railroads. 

18. On a railroad on which different rates are not prescribed by law, the follow- 
ing rates of toll may be charged for transportation, to-wit : Of a person and his 
baggage within a hundred and fifty pounds, not exceeding six cents per mile ; of 
produce and other articles, except gypsum, lime, guano, and other specific manures, 
not exceeding eight cents per ton per mile ; and gypsum, lime, guano, and other 
specific manures, not exceeding four cents i>er ton of twenty-two hundred and forty 
pounds per mile ; and for the transportation of any person, or of any produce or 
other articles for a distance less than ten miles, a charge may be made at the fore- 
going rates as for ten miles. And where articles weigh less than four pounds to the 
cubic foot, a toll may nevertheless be charged on each cubic foot as for four pounds 
weight. And when the articles in any one consignment weigh less than one hun- 
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dred pounds, « toll may be charged on the same aa for one hundred pounds weight. 
If for the transportion of any person with his baggage, or for any consignment, the 
whole charge at i\^ rates before mentioned would be less than twenty-five cents, 
the same may nevertheless be charged as a minimum. For the weighing, storage, 
and deliver^' of articles at any depot or warehouse of the company, a charge may 
also be made not exceeding the ordinary warehouse rates charged in the town in 
which, or nearest to which, the depot or warehouse is situated. 

19. It shall not be lawful for railroad companies, or their agent or agents, at any 
depot in this State, to charge or receive any fee or commissions other than the 
regular transportation fees, storage and other charges authorized by law for mani- 
festing, receiving, or shipping of any goods or other articles for transportation on 
such railroad or railroads. Anj' railroad company, or its agent or agents, who 
shall violate this act, shall forfeit and pay one hundred dollars for the use of the 
commonwealth, to be recovered by motion in any court of record, after ten days* 
notice that such motion will be made : provided, that nothing in this act contained 
shall be construed to prevent such companies or their agents from charging such 
fees and commissions, other than the regular transportation fees, for manifesting, 
receiving, or shipping of goods or other articles for transportation on such roads, at 
intermediate points thereon, between what are known as the regular depots, as may 
be agreed on between the patrons and such companies or their agents. 

Railroad and canal companies to publish rates of charges ; how such rales are altered ; 

not to charge greater or less rates. 

21. It shall be the duty of each and every railroad and canal company in this 
State to publish its rates of charge for freight and tolls, and for the transportation 
of passengers, and to cause the same to be kept conspicuously posted up at each 
of its several business stations or offices ; and no such company shall change or 
alter said rates, except and until after ten days' notice of such change or altera- 
tion, given in the manner aforesaid at each of its business stations or offices, and 
by publication in some newspaper published at some point on the line of such 
railroad or canal, where the same can be done. 

22. No railroad or canal company in this state, or its officers or agents, shall 
transport, or contract to transport, freight or passengers at a greater or less charge 
than is fixed in such piiblished tariff" of such company ; and it shall be unlawful 
for«any such company to evade, or attempt to evade, by drawback, or in any other 
manner, the provisions of this section.

Tolls in and out of State, and for part and whole of line for freight and passengers of 

same class; through tickets, 

23. No railroad, canal, steamboat, steamship or transportation company, or other 
common carrier, chartered by or doing business in this State, shall charge, take, or 
receive a greater sum for the transportation of any person or passenger, or mat- 
ter of freight over a portion of its line or route, whether such shall in whole or 
only in part be within the limits of this State, than is charged by such company 
or other common carrier, for the like transportation of the like class of persons or 
passengers, or matter of freight over the entire length of its line or route ; nor shall 
any such company or other common carrier charge, take, or receive a higher rate 
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of compensation for transporting any person or matter of freight over a portion or 
the whole length of its line), whether such transportation shall be done directly 
by the agents, engines, cars, boats, or other vehicles of such company, or by those 
of other persons, parties, or corporations, as such may be expressly allowed by law) 
going from any city within the State and destined for any point beyond, than 
is charged, taken, or received by such company or other carrier on its own account, 
directly, or by any other agent or agency is charged, received, or taken at the 
same time, for the like transportation over the entire length of its line, of the 
like class of persons or passengers or the like matter of freight, coming from 
any point beyond the State, and destined for or consigned to the same place ; 
nor shall any such company or common carrier charge, take, or receive, or allow 
to be charged, taken or received for transportation of any person or matter of 
freight coming from the same point beyond the limits of the State, and destined 
for any one of the cities of Virginia, a higher rate than is charged at the same 
time for the like transportation over the entire length of its line of the like class 
of persons or the like matter of freight coming from the same point, and destined 
for any place beyond the limits of the State ; nor shall any such company or 
other common carrier violate or evade such conditions in or under any manner of 
arrangement by schedule, through tickets, fares, through transportation bills 
and rates, nor by contract or otherwise, undertake to rent, let, or farm out the 
whole or any part of its local or through tonnage business, nor employ on shares 
or commissions any person, party, agency, or corporation to solicit or otherwise 
procure the whole or any part of such tonnage basiness; nor shall any such com- 
pany or other common carrier allow through tickets or through baggage checks to be 
issued over its line by any company or transportation line, its agents or agencies, 
not incorporated by this State, which such company or line shall refuse or inhibit 
by any means any other such company or transportation line incorporated by this 
State, the privilege of issuing by its own local agents, and such agents or agencies 
as it may establish in any city or elsewhere, through tickets and baggage checks 
over such company's road or transportation line, not incorporated by this State.

24. No railroad company nor canal company or other common carrier, cliartered 
by or doing business in this State, shall make or give any undue or unreasonable 
preference or advantage to or ift favor of any particular person or company, or any 
particular description of traffic in any respect whatever ; nor shall any such com- 
pany or other common carrier subject any particular person or company or any 
particular description of traffic to any undue or unreasonable prejudice or disad- 
vantage in any respect whatsoever, and every railroad company and canal com- 
pany and other common carrier shall, according to their respective powers, afllbrd 
all reasonable facilities for the receiving and forwarding and delivering of traffic 
upon and from the several railroads and canals and steam or sail vessels belonging 
to or worked by such companies respectively, and for the return of carriages, boats, 
trucks and other vehicles. Every railroad company and canal company and other 
common carrier having or working railroads or canals or vessels, which form part 
of a continuous line of railroad or canal or other communication, or which have 
the terminus, station, or wharf of the one near the terminus, station, or wharf of 
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the other, shall aflford all due or reasonable facilities for receiving and forward- 
ing all the traffic arriving by one of such railroads or canals or other lines by the 
other, without any unreasonable delay, and without any such preference or 
advantage, or prejudice or disadvantage as aforesaid, and so that no obstruction 
may be offered to the public desirous of using such railroads or canals or other 
lines as a continuous line of communication, and so that all reasonable accom- 
modation may, by means of the railroads and canals and other lines of the sev- 
eral companies, be at all times afforded to the public in that behalf.

Powers of circuit cxnirts to hear complahits against companies ami enjoin them, 

26. Any person or company complaining against any railroad, canal com- 
pany, or other common carrier, of anything done or of any omission made in 
violation or contravention of this act, embracing sections twenty-three and twen- 
ty-four, may apply to a circuit court, or to a judge thereof, who may hear and de- 
termine the matter of such complaint ; and if it appear to such court or judge 
on such hearing or on the report of any commissioner to whom the subject 
of the complaint may have been referred, that anything has been done or omission 
made in violation or contravention of this act, by such company or common carrier, 
such court or judge shall issue a writ of injunction restraining such company from 
further continuing such violation or contravention of this act, and enjoining obe- 
dience to the same. Any person or company violating any of the provisions of 
sections twenty-three and twenty-four of said chapter sixty-one, shall, for the first 
violation, be fined five hundred dollars, and for the second and each succeeding 
violation, five thousand dollars, for the use of the commonwealth, to be recovered 
by motion in any court of record, after ten days' notice that such motion will be 
made.

Railroad companies not liable as common carriers for articles ejyressed by other companies. 

29. Whenever any corporation, company, association, or person or persons, shall 
obtain from a railroad company of this commonwealth the right or privilege of 
transporting or carrying articles or things by or upon the trains of such railroad 
company, for the purpose of receiving compensation for the same, and any person 
or persons whatever, shall deliver to such corpoiation, company, association, or 
person or persons, or to their agents or employees, any article or thing whatever, 
to be transported or conveyed, under the management, supervision, or direction of 
the said corporation, company, association, or person or persons, or their agents or 
employees, by or upon the trains of such railroad company, such railroad company 
shrill not, in any manner, be liable as a common carrier in respect to such articles 
or things. 

Not legal to rent out tonnage by freight trains, 

30. Nothing contained in this act shall be so construed as to permit any railroad 
company of this commonwealth, by contract or otherwise, to rent, let, or farm out, in 
any manner whatever, any part of its tonnage business by freight trains ; but every 
such company shall remain as fully and firmly bound to transport and carry all 
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descriptions of frei«^ht offered for transportation by freight trains, and under the 
provisions of the laws of this State, and the terms of their charters, asthoujrh this 
act had not been {)assed. 

Rates far frnght receired out ofy or^ to he iMireretl out of, State. 

81. Whenever any corporation, association, copartnership, or person or persons 
shall obtain from a railroad company of the commonwealth the riijht or privilej?e 
of transjK)rtinp, carrying or conveying in or upon any train or trains running upon 
or over the railroad of such company, any articles or things for the purposi* of 
receiving compensation for the same, and said corporation, association, co-partner- 
ship, or person or persons shall receive any articles or things at a place without the 
limits of the common w^ealth, to be transported, carried, or conveyed, to a place 
within said limits, or shall receive said articles and things at a place within the 
limits of the commonwealth, to be transported, carried, or conveyed to a place 
without said limits, the amount of compensation demanded by such corporation, 
association, copartnership, or person or persons, shall be regarded as a miiform 
rate of charge per pound and per package per mile, for and throughout the 
whole distance within and without the limits of the commonwealth, for which 
said articles or things were so transported, carried, or conveyed, unless it should 
otherw^ise appear by sufficient evidence. 

PennliieH for violation of act. 

32. Any corporation, railroad, or steamboat company, or any association or 
copartnership, or any agent or employee of such corporation, association, or copart- 
nership, or any other person or persons who shall violate any of the provisions of 
this act, shall forfeit and pay not less than one hundred dollars, one-half for the use 
of the informer, and the other half for the use of the commonwealth, to be recovered 
by any court of record, after ten days' notice that such motion will be made. 

Krpreiw, railrfMidy and transportiition cotnjmni^s may nell unrUtiitit'd ha(/(jage f<fr fharges 
for freight, ctv.; notice to he given; Ui/ance to he paid claimant or deposited in State 
treaynry; hoiv applied. 

33. An express or railroad company, or persons engaged in the express busi- 
ness, or in any way in the transportation of goods or articles of any kind from 
one part of the country to another as freight or baggage, and having an office or 
place of business in the State who shall have had any unclaimed articles, goods or 
things not perishable, in its or their jK)ssession for a period of sixty days at least, 
may, at the expiration of that time proceed to sell the same at public auction ; 
and out of the proceeds may retain the charges of transportation and storage of 
such articlefj, goods or things, which expense and charges shall be a lien upon such 
articles, provided that said company, person or persons shall first give public 
notice of such sale, in one or more newspapers once a week for four successive 
weeks, published at a place nearest the said place of sale, which notice shall set 
forth the time and place of sale, the character of each unclaimed package dis- 
tinctly, and the name of the person or persons to whom it is directed, if known. 

34. Such company or persons engaged in the express or transix)rtation business, 
shall make an entrj' of the balance of the proceeds of sale of each article, goods 
or things, directed to the same person or persons, as near as can be ascertained, 
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and at any time within three years thereafter, shall refund any surplus so retained, 
to the owner of such articles, goods or things, or to their personal representatives, 
upon satisfactory proof of such ownership ; and shall, if no claim is made for such 
retained balances, accompanied by satisfactory proof, within three years, pay the 
same into the treasury of the State, with a correct list of all and every article sold 
by said company, with the name or names of the person or persons to which said 
packages originally belonged. The treasurer shall receipt to said companies or 
agents for the same, and shall keep a correct Mst thereof, and the sum or sums so 
paid in shall' be applied to the support of public schools. 

To what companies privileges of act extended, 

36. The provisions of this act and the privileges and powers herein granted, 
shall not extend to any company not incorporated by the legislature of this btate, 
the congress of the United States, or the legislature of one of the States of the 
United States. 

Dutu^s of Tailroad companies in regard to opening their ticket offices; petmlty for failure, 

36. It shall be the duty of the railroad companies in this State to have their 
ticket offices opened, and their agents for the sale of tickets in attendance, and at 
the termini of such roads, the passenger cars opened for the admission of passen- 
gers, and baggage cars open for the reception of baggage, at least one hour before 
the advertised hour of departure of every passenger train. Any railroad company 
failing or refusing to comply with this act shall be liable to a fine of not less than 
fifty nor more than five hundred dollars for every such failure or refusal, to be re- 
covered for the benefit of the commonwealth, by motion, after ten days' notice to 
the president or superintendent of such road, in the circuit, or county, or corporation 
court of the county, city, or town wherein the depot of such railroad is situated. 

RaUrodd companies to employ police agents ; conductors of trains and depot agents to be 

conserr<Uors of the peace. 

41. The president of any railroad company incorporated by this State may, with 
the approbation of the county court of any county through which the road may 
pass, appoint a police agent or agents, who shall have authority ui)on the road and 
other property within this State, of such company, to exercise all the powers which 
can lawfully be exercised by any cojistable for the preservation of the peace, the 
arrest of offenders and disorderly persons, and for the enforcement of the laws 
against crimes ; and such president may remove such agents at his pleasure : pro- 
vided, that any county court giving such consent may at any time revoke it. Ck)n- 
ductors of railroad trains, and station or depot agents, are hereby declared to be con- 
servators of the peace, and they and each of them shall have the same power to 
make arrests that justices of the peace now have, except that the conductors shall 
only have such power on board their respective trains, and the agents at their 
respective places of business; and the said conductors and agents may cause any 
person or persons so arrested by them, to be detained, and delivered to the proper 
authorities for trial as soon as practicable. 
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Reports froni company to Board of Public Works. 

48. The president and directors of every company incorporated to make a work 
of internal improvement, to the stock of which there is no subscription by the 
board of public works, shall make the following report to the board, to-wit: at 
the end of one year from the completion of such work, a report showing the 
condition of the work ; the whole amount of capital expended in its construction, 
with the several heads of expenditure ; the amount of tolls received during each pre- 
ceding year; the annual expenses of the current business, and the net profit or 
loss ; which report shall be accompanied by a plat or map of the work, and at the 
end of every year thereafter a further report, showing the condition of the work, 
the amount and kinds of expenditures and receipts, and the net profits for such 
year. Where a particular form shall have been prescribed by the board of public 
works, and made known to the company, the report shall be in that form. In case 
of foilure to make any such report for sixty days, the company shall forfeit one 
thousand dollars, unless good cause be shown for such failure. 

Special reports by railroad companies, 

49. Every railroad corporation in which the commonwealth is interested as 
a stockholder or creditor, or whose road is wholly within the State, shall make an 
annual report to the board of public works of its condition and the state of its 
afiairs on the thirtieth day of September, and of the operations of its road during 
the year ending on that day ; which report shall be verified by the oaths of its 
treasurer or president and acting superintendent of operations, and be filed in the 
ofiSce of the said board by the fifteenth day of November in each year, and shall 
contain full information upon the several items hereinafter enumerated, to-wit: 

First. As regards its capital stock : The amount as by charter ; the amount sub- 
scribed by the State; and amount subscribed by others; the amount paid in by 
the State, and amount paid in by others; the airount of fiirther subscriptions 
on the part of the State authorized contingently. The information under this 
bead to be so given as to show the several amounts as per last report, and the 
additions thereto or deductions therefrom, as the case may be, within the year. 

Second. As regards its funded debt : The total amount : the time or times it will 
fall due ; the rate or rates of interest thereon ; the portion thereof due to the State. 
The information under this head to be so given as to show the several amounts as 
per last report, and the additions thereto or deductions therefrom, as the case may 
be, within the year. 

Third. As regards the floating debt: The total amount, stating when and for 
what general objects it was incurred, the amount for each of those objects, and the 
rate or rates of interest thereon. The information under this head to be so given 
as to show the several amounts as per last report, and the additions thereto or 
deductions therefrom, as the case may be, w^ithin the year. 

Fourth. As regards interest, the los^, if any, from the sale or disposition of 
bonds or other obligations, at less than par, and all other expenses incurred in 
raising money ; the total amount, stating what portion was for each of the above 
objects. The information under this head to be so given as to show the several 
amounts as per last report, and the additions thereto within the year. 

Fifth. As regards the cost of the road and its equipments, also of buildings of

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all kinds, land, land damages and fencing, viz: For graduation and masonry; for 
superstructure of wooden bridges ; for superstructure of iron bridges; for super- 
structure of the road, including iron; for water stations, including the cost of pro- 
curing water and conducting it to them ; for passenger and freight stations, build- 
ings and fixturefi ; for engine and car houses ; for machine shops, machinery and 
fixtures; for all other buildings; for land, land damages and fencing; for locomo- 
tives and fixtures and snow-plows; for passeniier and biiggage cars; for freight 
cars; for cars used on the repairs of the road and on construction: for engineering 
and agencies; for all work and property not enumerated above; the total cost of 
the road and equipment, as above. The information under this head to be so 
given as to show the several amounts as per last report, and the additions there- 
to, within the year. 

Sixth. As regards the characteristics of the road : The length of the road ; the 
length of single track laid ; the aggregate length of sidings; the length of double 
track laid, including sidings; the weight of the rail per yard; the total rise and 
fall; the maximum grade in each direction; the length of the same in each direc- 
tion ; the total curvature ; the shortest radius of curvature, with length of line on 
which it occurs ; such other information, in detail, in regard to grades and curves 
and the lociition of the road, as the board of public works may require; the num- 
ber of water stations ; the aggregate length of wooden truss bridges between abut- 
ments; the aggregate length of iron bridges between abutments; the aggregate 
length of all other bridges between abutments ; the whole length of road unfenced 
on both sides; the number of public roads crossed at grade; the number of 
railroads crossed at grade; the length of road, if any, unfinished, and estimated 
amount required for its completion, also what sum beyond the means already 
provided is required for that purpoi<e; the length of branches owned by the com- 
pany, and such information in detail in regard to them as the board of public 
works may require. 

Seventh. As regards the equipment of the road — its depots, shops, and other 
buildings: The number of locomotives, stating their weight; the number of pas- 
senger cars of each class rated as eight-wheel cars; the number of baggage cars 
rated as eight-wheel cars; the number of merchandise. cars rated as eight-wheel 
cars; the number of gravel and other cars, used on repairs and on construction, 
rated as eight-wheel cars; the number of depots of each class; the number of 
engine-houses ; the number of machine shops ; the number and character of other 
buildings. The information under this head to be so given as to show the several 
numbers as per last report, and the additions thereto within the year. 

AS AMENDED BY ACTS 1874-5, p. 322. 

Eighth. As regards the doings of the year in transportation: The rate of fare 
charged each class of passengers per mile ; the rate charged per ton (of two thou- 
sand pounds) for each class of freight carried in cars ; the number of tons of pig 
iron, coal, coke, lead, salt, and other minerals; the numberof pounds of leaf tobac- 
co, tobacco stems, manufactured tobacco,* cotton, wheat, com, oats, rye, flaxseed, 
bacon, butter, eggs, dried fruit, hay, shucks, sumac, wool, and Uillow ; car loads of 
cattle, calves, hogs, lamb*«, and sheep ; car loads of wood and bark and lumber, and 
barrelsof flour, whiskey, cement, lime, and tar, transported inward and outward as 
aforesaid. This enumeration of articles may be enlarged or diminished prior to the 
beginning of any fiscal year by the board of public works. The provisions of this 
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section, as far as applicable, shall apply to all canal and navigation companies of 
this state. 

CODE 1873, CHAPTER 61. 

Ninth. As regard the expenses for the year of maintaining the road, showing 
separately the portions chargeable to passenger transportation and to freight trans- 
portation, the cost of the repairs of road-bed and railway (excepting the cost of 
the renewal of track and the repairs of the superstructure of woo(len and iron 
bridges), viz : The cost of labor and materials, also the cost and expenses attend- 
ing and consequent upon the use of engines and trains employed ujwn the repairs 
maintenance of the road, also the repairs of such engines and trains, and all items 
of cost connected with keeping the road in order ; the length in feet of iion used 
in renewal of track, with weight and cost thereof, also the weight and cost of 
all other iron used in the renewal of track ; the cost of all other materials used in 
the renewal of track ; the cost of labor employed upon the renewal of track ; the 
cost of the repairs of superstructure of iron bridges ; the cost of the repairs of the 
superstructure of wooden bridges; the repairs of buildings; the repairs of fences 
and gates ; the taxes on real estate ; the totiils of the above expenses of maintain- 
ing the road. The whole of the information under this head to be so given as to 
show, separately the cost of materials and the cost of labor. 

Tenth. As regards the expenses for the year of repairing machinery : The re- 
pairs of engines and tenders; the repairs of passenger and baggage cars; the 
reimirs of freight cars ; the repairs of tools and machinery in shops : the incidental 
expenses, including ftiel, oil, clerks, and watchmen about shops. The whole of 
the information under this head to be so given as to show separately the cost of 
materials and the cost of labor. 

Eleventh. As regards the expenses for the year of operating the road, showing 
sejMirately the portions chargeable to jiassenger transportation and to freight trans- 
portation : Office expenses, stationary, &c. ; agents and clerks ; labor, loading and 
unloading freight ; porters, watchmen, and switch tenders ; wood and water sta- 
tion attendance ; conductors, baggage and brakemen ; enginemen and firemen ; 
fuel (quantity, first cost, and labor of preparing for use), showing separately the 
quantity, &c., of coal, and the quantity, &c., of wood ; oil and waste for engines 
and tenders; oil and waste for freight cars; oil and waste for ]>assenger and bag- 
gage cars ; loss and damage of goods and baggage : damages for injury to persons ; 
damages to property, including damages by fjre and cattle killed on road ; general 
superintendence ; contingencies ; the totals of the above expenses of operating 
the road. 

Twelfth. As regards the gross earnings, cash receipts and payments oUier than 
for construction within the year: First, gross earnings — from passengers; from 
freight; from carriage of the United States mail; from other sources. Second, 
cash receips — from passengers; from freight; from carriage of the United States 
mail ; from other sources Third, payments other than for construction — for trans- 
portation expenses, viz ; expenses of maintaining and operating the road, and of 
the repairs of machinery ; for interest ; for dividends (stating the rate per centum 
and when declared) ; to surplus fund ; total amount of surplus. 

Thirteenth. As regards accidents : The number of i)ersons injured in life and 
limb, and the cause of the injur>', and whether passengers or persons in the em- 
ploy of the company, also whether caused from carglessness or negligence of any 
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person in the employment of the company, and whether such person is retained 
in employ. 

Fourteeth, Statements, &c., to accompany the report, 'viz : A statement of the 
name, maker's name, dimensions and weight of each engine, together with the 
cost of repairs and number of miles run, and ^he condition of each for the year; 
a statement of the number of tons of freight transported, and of the number of 
passengers carried in each month of the year in each direction, showing separately 
the through freight and the through passengers in each direction, also of the aggre- 
gate amounts charged for the transportation of freight and carriage of passengers 
in each month of the year in each direction, showing separately the amounts 
charged for through freight and through passengers in each direction, and the 
amounts charged for way freight and way passengers in each direction ; a state- 
ment of the tonnage sent from and of that received at each depot of the road in 
each month of the year, and also of the passengers leaving and of those arriving 
at each of said depots ; a statement of the amount charged to construction during 
the year, with a distribution thereof among the several objects to which it was 
applied ; a statement exhibiting in parallel columns, first, the gross earnings of 
the road during the year ; second, the total expenses of maintaining and operating 
the road and of the repairs of machinery, and of all other expenses chargeable to 
the business of the year ; and third, the net revenue of the year, so distributed as 
to show what portion of the said ** gross earnings," " total expenses," &c., and "net 
revenue," should be credited to or charged against each class of tonnage trans- 
I)orted, and each class of passengers carried in the year, or any other services that 
may have been performed by the company in said year, to be followed by a brief 
statement of the profit or los^, as the case may be, per ton of each class of freight 
transported, and per passenger of each class of passengers carried in the year, and 
of the profit or loss, as the case may be, for any other services performed by the 
company in said year. 

Board of public works to jrrescribe form of reports, 

50. The board of public works shall be and are hereby authorized and directed 
to prescribe the form or forms to be used by the several companies referred to in 
the preceding section, in making the annual reports required of them by the said 
section ; and in preparing the said form or forms, the said board are hereby author- 
ized and directed to call for any additional information that in their opinion would 
be necessary or aseful in showing the true condition of the said companies, and 
the cost of transportation on their respective roads. 

Reports to he prhUed. 

52. It shall be the duty of the board of public works to cause to be arranged in 
tabular form, the information contained in the reports called for by the preceding 
sections, omitting only such details in the statements accompanying the said re- 
ports as may not be of general interest, and prepared, together with the said re- 
ports, in a single document, and have the same printed by the fifteenth day of 
December of the year in which the said reports are made. 

PenaUy for failure to make report. 

. Any railroad, canal or navigation company referred to in the preceding sec- 
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tione which shall neglect to make the report required by the eaid sections, and as 
prescribed therein, shall be liable to a penalty of five hundred dollars, and it shall 
be the duty of the board of public works to sue for the said penalty in the name 
of the commonwealth. 

When forms to befumisfied companies. 

54. It shall be the 4uty of the board of public works to furnish ^ch of the rail- 
road and canal and navigation companies aforesaid, on or before the first day of 
September in each and every year, with at least two copies of the form or forms 
aforesaid. 

Poiver of Stale over comjxinies, 

58. The charter of every company which is governed by the act passed on the 
eleventh day of March, eighteen hundred and thirty-seven, prescribing certain 
general regulations for the incorporation of railroad companies, and of every com- 
pany hereafter incorporated, which shall be governed by this chapter, may be 
altered or modified by any future legislature as may seem to it proper, except that 
no law shall be passed for taking from a company its works or property without 
making to it a just compensation or for changing its tolls without its assent, in any 
other cases than such as are specially provided for in this chapter. 

59. When the net profits of any company which is governed by the twenty- 
sixth section of the said act, passed on the eleventh day of March, eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-seven, shall amount to a sum equal to the capital stock with six 
per centum per annum interest thereon, its tolls may be fixed and regulated as 
prescribed by that section. 

60. When the net profits of any company hereafter incorporated, whicli may be 
governed by this chapter, shall be such that but for this section dividends might 
be declared out of the said profits exceeding the rate of fifteen percentum per annum 
on the capital stock invested, laws may be passed for reducing the tolls of the 
company. But no law shall reduce the tolls so as to prevent dividends of fifteen 
per centum per annum, within thirty years from the time the first dividend of 
profits of the said company was declared, or so as to prevent dividends of twelve 
per centum per annum after the said thirty years and before fifty years from the 
same time, or so as to prevent dividends of ten per centum per annum after the 
said fifty years. 

61. In the case of any company hereafter incorporated, which may be gov- 
erned by this chapter, if after thirty years from the time the first dividend of profits of 
such pompany was declared, the State chooses, it may have the works and all the 
property, rights, and privileges of such company, on paying therefor, at the least, 
the amount of capital paid in and over and beyond that, such sum as, with the 
dividends which the stockholders may have received out of the profits of the 
company, will give them on the capital paid in, the following net profits from the 
time of the payment thereof by the stockholders, to the time the State makes 
such payment, to-wit : a net profit of fifteen per centum per annum to the expira- 
tion of the said thirty years, a net profit thereafter of twelve per centum per annum 
until the State makes such payment, if that be within fifty years from the said 
first dividend, and if it be not then until the end of the said fifty years ; and after- 
wards a net profit of ten per centum per annum until the State makes such pay- 
ment. 
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An ACT to crecUe a Railroad Commissioner for the State of Virginid^ and to define his 
diUi^'s, approved March 31, 1877, as amended by the ad approved March 12, 1878. 

1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly, That there shall be a railroad 'Com- 
missioner for the State of Virj^inia, who shall not be a stockholder in, nor the 
owner of any bonds of, nor in the employment of, nor a contractor with, any rail- 
road company cseated by the laws of this or any other States The said commis- 
sioner shall be elected by the General Assembly for the term of two years, and 
shall be subject to removal for good cause. He shall have a clerk, to h/B appointed 
by himself, who shall keep a full and faithful record of the proceedings of said 
commissioner, and serve notices, and perform such other official duties as may be 
required of him by the commissioner. Before entering upon the duties of their 
respective offices, the said commissioner and clerk shall make and subscribe an 
oath that they will fathfully perform the said duties ; and the said commissioner 
shall further make and subscribe an oath, that he is not a stockholder in, nor the 
owner of any bonds of, nor in the employment of any railroad company created 
by the laws of this or any other State, and that no such stock or bonds are held 
in trust for him. The said oaths shall be filed in the*office of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, and an entry of the taking of such oaths shall be made on the records 
of the proceedings of said commissioner, which shall be kept in his office. 

2. Said commissioner shall have the general supervision of all railroads in this 
State, oi^rated by steam, and shall examine the same, and keep himself informed 
as to their physical condition and the manner in which they are operated, with 
reference to the security and accommodation of the public, and the compliance of 
the several corporations with the provisions of their charters, and the laws of the 
commonwealth; and the provisions of this act shall ai)ply to all railroads and rail- 
ways, and to the cori)orations, trustees, receivers or others owning or operating 
the same. 

.'5. Whenever, in the judgment of the railroad commissioner, it shall 8pi>ear 
that any such corporation has violated any laws, or neglected in any respect or 
particular to comply with the terms of its charter, or with the provisions of any of 
the laws of the commonwealth, especially in regard to the connections with other 
railroads, the rates of toll and the time schedule, he shall give notice thereof, in 
writing, to such corporation ; and if the violation or neglect is continued, after such 
notice, the commissioner shall make reix)rt of the facts to the Board of Public 
Works, and such board shall, if upon enquiry into such facts it deems it proi>er 
or necessary, direct the said commissioner to make appliciition to a circuit court , 
or a judge thereof, in vacation, for an injunction to restrain the company com- 
plained of, from further contiiluing to violate the law or the terms of its charter. 

4. Whenever, in the judgment of the railroad commissioner, it shall ap[>ear 
that repairs are necessary upon any such railroad, or that any addition to the 
rolling stock, or any enlargement of, or improvement in the stations or station- 
houses, or any modification in the rates of fare for transporting freight or passen- 
gers, or any change in the mode of operating the road and conducting its business, 
is reasonable and expedient in order to promote the security, convenience and 
accommodation of the public, he shall give information in writing to the corporation 
of the improvement and changes which he adjudges to be proper; and if the said 
company shall fail, within sixty days, to adopt the requirements of said commis- 
sioner, he shall make rejwrt thereof to the board of public works, for such action 
as it may deem expedient. 



REPORT OF THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONER. XXXI 

5. Upon complaint and application of the mayor and aldermen or council of 
any city or town, or trustees of any town, or the judge of the county court of any 
county within which any part of any such railroad is located, it shall be the duty 
of the railroad commissioner to make an examination of the physical condition 
and operation thereof. Before proceeding to make such examination in accord- 
ance with such application, said commissioner shall give to the applicants and the 
corporation, reasonable notice in writing of the time and place of entering upon 
the same. If upon such examination it shall appear to said commissioner that the 
complaint alleged by the applicant is well founded, he shall so adjudge, and shall 
inform the •corporation operating such railroad of his adjudication, in the same 
manner as is provided in section three ; and the company failing for sixty days 
after such notice to remove the cause of complaint, he shall make report thereof 
to the board of public works for such action as it may deem expedient. 

6. The railroad commissioner shall investigate the causes of any accident on a 
railroad resulting in the loss of life, and of any accident not so resulting, which, 
in his judgment, shall require investigation. 

7. Every railroad corporation shall, at all times, on request, furnish the railroad 
commissioner any information required by him concerning the physical condi- 
tion, management, and operation of its railroad, and particularly with copies of 
time, tolls, and also with the rates for transporting freight and passengers upon it*^ 
road, and other roads with which its business is connected. 

8. Xo request or advice of the railroad commissioner shall have the effect to 
impair, in any manner or degree, the legal duties and obligations of any railroad 
corporation, or its legal liability for the consequence of its acts, or of the neglect 
or mismanagement of any of its agents or servants. 

9. ' The railroad commissioner shall make an annual report to the legislature of 
his doings, including such statements, facts, and explanations, as will disclose the 
actual working of the system of railroad transportation, in its bearing upon the 
business and prosperity of the commonwealth ; and such suggestions as to the 
general railroad policy of the commonwealth, or as to any part thereof, or as to 
the con<Htion, affairs, or conduct of any of the railroad corporations, as may seem 
to him appropriate, with a special report of all accidents, and the causes thereof, 
for the preceding year. 

10. The said commissioner shall require the annual returns to be made by rail- 
roa<l companies in manner and form, and at the time now provided for by law, 
and shall be authorized to require returns to be made of such other matters as he 
may deem expedient. When the return received from any corporation is defec- 
tive, or probably erroneous, the commissioner shall notify the cor}.)oration to 
amend the same within lifteen days. The commissioner shall prepare such tables 
and abstracts of all the returns he shall deem expedient, and his annual report 
shall be transmitted , to the governor of the commonwealth, on or before the first 
Wednesday in January in each year, to be laid before the legislature. The origi- 
nals of the return or returns as amended, subscribed, and sworn to by the direc- 
ic)T» of the corporations, shall be preserved in the office of the commissioner. 

11. The annual salary of the railroad commissioner shall be two thousand dol- 
lars, and of his clerk twelve hundred dollars, payable quarterly by the auditor of 
public accounts, in the manner hereinafter provided. The commissioner shall be 
provided with an office in the capitol, or in some other suitable place in the city 
of Richmond, in which his records shall be kept. He may employ and take with 
him experts, or other agents, whose services he may deem to be temporarily of 
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importance ; and he may draw upon the auditor of puhlic accounts of the com- 
monwealth for a sum, not exceeding five hundred dollars annually, to be expended 
by him in the payment of such experts or agents for their services, and in procur- 
ing necessary books, maps, statistics, and stationery, and in defraying expenses 
incidental and necessary to the discharge of the duties of his office. A statement 
of such expenses shall accompany his annual report. 

12. The annual expenses and salaries of said railroad commissioner and his 
clerk, including office rent, if any, not to exceed four hundred dollars per annum, 
shall be borne by the several corporations owning or operating railroads, accord- 
ing to their gross income, to be apportioned by the auditor of public accounts. 
On or before the first day of July, in each year, he shall assess upon each of said 
corporations its just proportion of such expenses, in proportion to its gross income 
received for transportation for the year next preceding that in which the assess- 
ments are made ; and such assessments shall be notified to the respective corpo- 
rations by the said auditor of public accounts ; and if not paid to him within 
twenty days after said notice, shall be recovered, on his motion, in the circuit court 
of the city of Richmond, after ten days' notice ; said motion to be in his name, 
for the benefit of the railroad commissioner. • 

13. The railroad commissioner shall employ an expert when necessary, to be 
paid out of the fund herein provided ; and said commissioner, his clerk and expert, 
shall be transported free on every railroad in this State, when travelling on official 
business. 

14. This act shall be in force from its passage. 



A ti A CT to proinde for the Trnn^ortafhn of Coniicta and Insane Persons and their 

Guards at reduced rates. 

Approved March 12, 1878. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, That the railroad commissioner, with the 
approval of the governor, is hereby authorized to enter into contracts, for the 
period of two years, with the several railroads and other transportation companies 
doing business in this State for the transportation of convicts, insane, or other per- 
sons who are cared for by the State, the sherifi* and all necessary guards to and 
from the penitentiary and the several asylums in this state, upon such terms as 
the railroad commissioner and the several transportation companies have agreed, 
not to exceed two cents per mile for each passenger transported under such con- 
tracts, subject to the following or similar provisions : First. It shall be the duty of 
the railroad commissioner as soon after the passage of this act as possible, to deter- 
mine the most direct and practicable route from each courthouse by which to 
convey persons to the penitentiary and the several asylums, and shall file a copy 
of the schedule of routes determined upon, with the auditor of public accounts, 
superintendent of the penitentiary, and the superintendents of the several insane 
and other asylums, and shall notify the clerks of the several counties in the State 
of the route determined upon from their respective courthouses to the penitentiary 
insane and other asylums. The clerk of the court in which the sentence is passed, 
in addition to the papers usually furnished the sherifi* or other officer charged 
with conveying the prisoner to the penitentiary, shall furnish the said officer a 
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transportation certificate, under seal of the court, stating the number and names of 
X)ersons entitled to transportation for each part or line of railroad or other transpor- 
tation comjmny's line over which the said sheriff or other officer will necessarily pass 
in conveying the prisoner or prisoners to the penitentiary. Upon the presentation of 
the sheriff or other officer charged with the care of a lunatic of the proper papers, 
the clerk shall issue a like certificate of transportation to convey said officer, guard, 
and patient to the asylum in which the patient is to be received; provided that in 
all cases such transportation certificate shall be given over the route authorized by 
the railroad commissioner. The auditor of public accounts shall issue to the 
sheriff or other officer presenting the receipt of the superintendent of the peni- 
tentiary for a prison r duly delivered at that institution, a similar transportation 
certificate, which shall entitle the sherifi' and other guard to transportation back 
to the county from which the prisoner was brought. It shall be the duty of the 
superintendents of the several asylums to furnish sheriffs or other oflicers deliver- 
ing patients at their respective institutions with like certificates. The superin- 
tendent of the penitentiary, in lieu of the mileage now allowed discharged con- 
victs, shall furnish them with like transportation the distance they are entitled 
to, over any road or transportation line embraced in the schedule furnished by 
the railroad commissioner. All certificates shall be in the form prescribed by the 
railroad commissioner and approved by the several transportation companies in* 
their respective contracts, and shall be taken up by the conductor or other agent 
authorized by the said transportation companies to collect fare as other tickets or 
flares are collected by them. The said certificates shall be presented by the trans- 
portation companies holding the same, either monthly or quarterly as may be 
determined upon by the said companies and railroad commissioner, to the Auditor 
of public accounts, who shall examine and pay the same as other claims against 
the State are audited and settled. After contracts shall have been made under 
this act, no mileage shall be allowed any sheriff or other officer charged with con- 
veying prisoners to the penitentiary or patients to an asylum for any distance that 
he travels or shall travel on a railroad or transportation company under the pro- 
visions of this act. 

2. This act shall be in force from its passage. 

[The foregoing act was subsequently amended, and is published below in 
full as amended.] 



An A CT to provide for the Transportation of Convicts and Insane Persons and their 
Guards at Reduced Rale^^ approved March 12, 1878, as amended by the Act approved 
April 2, 1879. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, That the railroad commissioner, with 
the approval of the governor, is hereby authorized to enter into contracts, for the 
period of two years, with the several railroads and other transportation companies 
doing business in this state, for the transportation of convicts, insane, or other 
persons who are cared for by the State, the sheriffs and all necessary guards to 
and from the penitentiary and the several asylums in this State, upon such terms 
as the railroad commissioner and the several transportation companies have agreed,

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(not to exceed two cents per mile for each passenger tmnsported under such con- 
tracts), subject to the following or similar provieions: First. It shall be the duty of 
the railroad coniuiissioner, as 80on after the passage of this act as possible, to 
determine the most direct and practicable route from each courthouse by which 
to convey persons to the penitentiary and the several asylums, and shall file a copy 
of tlie schedule of routes determined upon with the auditor of public accounts, 
superintendent of the penitentiary, and the superintendents of the several insane 
and other asylums, and shall notify the clerks of the several counties in the State 
of the route determined upon from their resi)ective courthouses to the peniten- 
tiarv, insane, and other asvlums. The clerk of the court in which sentence is 
passed, in addition to the papers usually furnished the sheritf or other officer 
char<j;e<l with conveyinjr the prisoner to the penitentiary, shall furnish the said 
otticer a transj)ortation certificate, under seal of the court, stating the number and 
names of persons entitled to transj>ortation for each part or line of railroad, or 
other transix)rtation company's line, over which the Siiid sherifl' or other officer 
will necessarily pass in conveying the prisoner or prisoners to the penitentiary, 
Upon the presentation of the sherifl', or other officer charged with the care of a 
lunatic, of the proper papers, the clerk shall issue a like certificate of transporta- 
tion to convey said officer, guard, and patient to the asylum in which the patient 
is to be received: i)rovided, that in all cases such transportation certificate shall 
be given over the route authorized by the railroad commissioner. The auditor of 
public accounts shall issue to the sheriff, or other officer presenting the receipt of 
the superintendent of the penitentiary, for a prisoner duly delivered at that insti- 
tution, a similar transportation certificate, which shall entitle the sherifl* and other 
guard to transportation back to the county from which the prisoner wiis brought. 
It shall be the duty of the superintendents of the several asylums to furnish 
sherifl's or other othcers delivering patients at their resi)ective institutions, with 
like certificates. The superintendent of the penitentiary, in lieu of the mileage 
n<jw allowed dischai*ged convicts, shall furnish them with like transportation the 
distance they are entitled to, over any road or transportion line embraced in the 
scliedule furnished bv the railroad commissioner. All certificates shall be in the 
form prescribed by the railroad commissioner, and approved by the several trans- 
portation companies in their respective contracts, and shall be taken up by the 
conductor or other agent authorized by the said transportation companies to collect 
tare, as other tickets or fares are collected by them. The said certificates shall be 
present( d by the transportation companies holding the same, either monthly or 
quarterly, as may be determined upon by the said companies and railroad com- 
missioner, to the auditor of public aa-ounts, who shall examine and pay the same, 
as other claims against the State are audited and settled. After contracts shall 
have been made under this act, no mileage shall be allowed any sherifl' or other 
officer charged with conveying prisoners to the penitentiary or patients to an asy- 
lum, for any distance that he travels or shall travel on a railroad or transportjition 
company, under the provisions of this act. 

'2. Thai the contracts heretofore or hereafter made under the provisions of the 
lirsi s(M'tion of this act, mav be renewed or extended for such time as the railroad 
commissoner, with the approval of the governor, shall deem to the interest or 
advantage of the State. The superintendent of each of the several lunatic asy- 
lums of the State is hereby authorized and directed, when practicable, to send 
a proper guard for each patient destined for the asylum under his management : 
provided, that when the said superintendent deems it as well for the patient and 
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more economical for the State, he is hereby empowered to authorize any friend of 
the i)atient of resix)nsibility and character to guard and conduct such patient to 
the asylum, and shall furnish the party so appointed for the said purpose, a certifi- 
cate which shall entitle him to the passes usually furnished sheriff or other 
officer; and upon presentation of said jiaper to the clerk of the county, city, or 
corporation in which the patient resides, the said clerk shall furnish the said 
person to convey said patient to the asylum the usual certificates of transporta- 
tion : provided further, that the said superintendent shall allow the party appointed 
under this provision only the actual necessary expenses incured by him or them 
in conveying to the asylum said patient, and in cases in which neither of the 
above raiDntioned arrangement for guarding and conducting the instine to asylum 
shall be expedient or advisable, the sheriff or other guard as heretofore shall con- 
duct insane persons to the asylum and shall be allowed actual necessary expenses 
in discharging this duty, and also one dollar per day to the sheriff or other officer 
for each day actually occupied in this service. 
3. This act shall be in force from its passage. 



An ACT to rcfiiire the RnUrixtd Commmioner to cause to be printed and consjncuo'iisly 
poMed at niUnxtd dejtots and stations certain portions of the railroad laws of the com- 
monwealthf with proper explanations thereof ^ and suggestions thereasto, for the benefit of 
the public. 

Approved March 5J8, 1879. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, That it shall be the duty of the mil- 
road commissioner to cause to be printed and posted in conspicuous places at each 
iiepot and station of the several railroad, cori)orations in the commonwealth, such 
p<»rtions of the statutes regulating the tolls of such railroad corporations, and 
otherwise prescribing their duties, as to such railroad commissioner may seem 
proper, together with such explanations thereof, and suggestions thereiisto, as will 
inform the public of their rights under such statutes, and will, in the judgment of 
such commissioner, best enable any person who may complain of any violation of 
such statutes, to have such violation thereof properly inquired into and punished. 

2. This act shall be in force from its passage. 



An ACT to regulate the Coltecliim of i hargesfor the 7)'anspnrtation by Canal, >Ste(nnboaty 

and Railroad cowjxinies. 

Approved April 2, 1879. 

1. IJe it enacted by the general assembly, That any steamboat, canal, or niil- 
rixid company, doing the business of a common carrier within the limits of the 
^tate, shall, at the time of the delivery of any freight shipped or transported over 
the line of such corapjiny, furnish to the owner or consignee thereof, or the agent 
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of such owner or consignee, a bill plainly stating the class to which said freight 
belongs, the weight thereof, and the rate charged for transporting the same. 

2. Any steamboat, canal, or railroad company that shall fail or refuse to deliver 
to the consignee a bill, as hereinbefore required, when the freight is delivered, 
shall forfeit three times the amount of the said freight charges, to be recovered, upon 
motion,\ before any justice of the peace or court of the county or corporation 
wherein the freight is delivered. If any such company shall fail or refuse to fur- 
nish said bill as hereinbefore required, the said company shall not have the rijrht 
to receive any charges for transporting such freight, and shall not have the right 
to retain the same ; and if the said company shall receive said charges without 
furnihhing said bill, the same may be recovered by warrant or suit before any jus- 
tice or court of the county or corporation wherein the freight is delivered, having 
jurisdiction of like amounts in any civil proceeding. 

3. Any officer or agent of such company so receiving said charges of transporta- 
tion without furnishing such bill, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof, shall be fined not exceeding twenty dollars. 

4. It shall be the duty of the railroad commissioner, upon the passage of this 
act, to furnish to the superintendent of each railroad, and to the president of each 
steamboat and canal company doing business in this State as aforesaid, a copy of 
this act. 

5. This act shall be in force on and after July first, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-nine. 

I respectfully call your attention to sections forty-eight and forty-nine of chap- 
ter f)l, of the Code of 1873, which require the railroad companies to report to the 
board of public works ; to section fifty, where the same board is authorized and 
directed to prescribe the forms, &c., to be used by the railroad companies in mak- 
ing their annual reports ; to section fifty, requiring the said board to have the 
said reports printed in tabular form. Section fifty-three prescribes that any rail- 
road company refijsing or neglecting to make the report required by section fifty, 
shall be liable to a penalty of five hundred dollars, and it shall be the duty of the 
board of public works to sue for the said penalty in the name of the common- 
wealth. 

In section nine of the act creating the office of railroad commissioner, it is pro- 
vided, that " the railroad commissioner shall make an annual report to the legisla- 
ture of his doings, including such statements, facts, and explanations as will dis- 
close the actual working of the system of railroad transportation, in its bearing 
upon the business and prosperity of the commonwealth ; and such suggestions as 
to the general railroad policy of the commonwealth, or as to any part thereof, 
or as to the conditions, aflfairs, or conduct of any railroad corporations as may 
seem to him appropriate, with a special report of all accidents, and the causes 
thereof, for the preceding year." 

Section ten of the same act, says : ** The said commissioner shall require the 
annual returns to be made by railroad companies, in manner and form, and at the 
time now provided for by law, and shall be authorized to require returns to be 
made of such other matters as he may deem expedient. When the return received 
from any corporation is defective or probably erroneous, the commissioner shall 
notify the corporation to amend the same within fifteen days. The commissioner 
shall prepare such tables and abstracts of all the returns as he shall deem expedient, 
and his annual report shall be transmitted to the governor of the commonwealth 
on or before the first Wednesday in January in each year, to be laid before the 
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legislature. The originals of the return or returns as amended, subscribed, and 
sworn to by the directors of the corporations, shall be preserved in the office of 
the commissioner." 

It is not clear but that the railroad companies are required to make report both 
to the board of public works and to your commissioner. I can find nothing in the 
act creating the office of railroad commissioner repealing sections forty -eight and 
forty-nine, chapter sixty-one, Code eighteen hundred and seventy-three, requiring 
the railroad companies to report to the board of public works, which board now 
assesses for taxation the railroad property within the State. The only allusion to 
the annual reports of the railroad companies in the act approved March thirty- 
first, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, is in section ten, which says : " The 
said commis-sioner shall require the annual returns to be made by the railroad 
companies in manner and form, and at the time now provided by law." 

If the words " manner and form " be so construed (as they have been, for the 
board of public works have not sent out the blank forms, as required by section 
fifty, chapter sixty-one, Code eighteen hundred and seventy-three,) as to relieve 
the railroad companies from the necessity of reporting to the said board, then 
there is no penalty prescribed if the railroads refuse or neglect to report to the 
railroad commissioner. But if they refuse or neglect to report to the board of pub- 
lic works, then, under section fifty-three, chapter sixty -one. Code eighteen hundred 
and seventy-three, the road so refusing or neglecting is liable to a penalty of five 
hundred dollars ; and under that section the board of public works is required 
to sue for the said penalty in the name of the commonwealth. 

I respectfully suggest that the powers and duties that clothe the board of public 
works by virtue of sections 48, 49, 50, 52, 53 and 54, be placed with the railroad 
commissioner of this State. 

I call your attention to section 23, as amended and re-enacted in Acts of 1874-5, 
relating to the transportation of freight and passengers beyond the limits of the 
State. If your commissioner ever had jurisdiction over this interstate traffic and 
travel, (see case of Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific railroad company vs. The people 
of the State of Illinois, a synopsis of which case is given in this report,) that juris- 
diction is now given under the interstate commerce bill to the railroad commis- 
sioners of the United States. See section thirty-one, chapter sixty-one, Code 
eighteen hundred and seventy-three. 

Section three of the act creating the office of railroad commissioner, provides that : 
** Whenever, in the judgment of the railroad commissioner, it shall appear that 
any such corporation has violated any laws, or neglected in any respect or par- 
ticolar to comply with the terms of its charter, or with the provisions of any of 
the laws of the conmionwealth. especially in regard to the connections with other 
railroads, the rates of toll and the time schedule, he shall give notice thereof, in 
writing, to such corporation ; and if the violation or neglect is continued, after such 
notice, the commissioner shall make report of the facts to the ' Board of Public 
Works, and such board shall, if upon inquiry into such facts it deems it proper 
or necessary, direct the said commissioner to make application to a circuit court, 
or a judge thereof, in vacation, for an injunction to restrain the company com- 
plained of, from further continuing to violate the law or the terms of its charter." 

It is suggested that the above section be so amended that instead of the words 
'* make application to a circuit court or judge thereof, in vacation," the following 
be inserted : " make application 16 the circuit court of the city of Richmond, or 
the judge thereof, in vacation, or to the circuit court or judge thereof, in vacation, 
of the county where the cause of action arose." 
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baildings consist of a freight warehouse, ninety feet wide by three hundred feet long, 
of the best style of deix>t construction, with a street on either side; a passenger 
train shed, ninety-two feet w^ide by two hundred and eighty-six feet long, mostly 
wrought iron within and glass roof, and buildings for baggage, exptess, fuel, tools, 
eie,., etc. The paiisenper depot, now generally called the Union depot, is the chief 
feature of the new buildings. It is a rectangular building, ninety feet by one hun- 
dred and forty, three-stories high, having a floor surface of 37,683 square feet, built 
of brick and red sandstone and iron with slate roof, very solid althrough, ornate in 
con ]4t met ion, and havinir all the appointments for a first-class passenger depot, in- 
cluding offices for the roads interested. The accommodations are ample for the 
paasonirer busineKs of all the roads entering Richmond if it shall ever be foand 
possible for the other roads to reach it, and every reasonable facility should be 
extended to the other Virginia roads to do so. There is a spacious depot yard in 
the rear of the building for the accommodation of carriages and baggage wagons, 
which relieves the (uljoining streets of the crowding usual at all depots, which is 
of very great advantage to the outside traffic of this busy part of the city. The 
track space has been arranged with admirable economy so that one hundred cars 
can be handled at a time. The expenditures made for these several improve- 
ments will exceed two hundred thousand dollars. The increased value of the ad- 
joining property can hardly be meiisured, but it may be safely estimated that the 
increased traffic coming to and through this State by the facilities thus afforded, 
will annually add to the general wealth of the whole outlay made by the railroads. 
If any scheme can be suggested, either by tunnels or elevated tracks, by which 
the other roads can be induced to reach this depot (so that it may be really a 
union dof>ot), the advantage to the city of Richmond, as well as to the whole State, 
will hi' still more apparent. The Richmond and Petersburg railroad, which has paid 
over half of the heavy outlay, is only twenty-two miles long, but it is understood 
that the roads south of it, in and beyond the State, forming what is known as the 
Atlantic Coast Line, have consented to contribute a fair share of the cost of main- 
taining these improvements. 

Second. The new freight de^wt of the Richmond and Danville railroad is better 
described in the language of one of Richmond's leading newspapers : 

" One of the most striking evidences of the strides onward which have been 
made by the city, is shown by a visit to the new freight depot, or rather depots, of 
the Richmond and Danville System, and which was occupied about the first of the 

month. 

"In striking contrast, is this building to the old shed facing on Mill street, which 
was used by the company for a number of years, and which always presented a 
dilapidated appearance, scarcely worthy of a place of the size and pretentions of 
Richmond, even when it was a much smaller city than at present. This old 
structure is now being rapidly demolished, and soon, no doubt, a large and impos- 
ing passenger depot will be erected on its site. But the new buildings are as ele- 
gant as the old shed was hideous. 

" Stretching all the way from Fourteenth street to Shockoe creek stand the two 
substantial brick buildings, constructed in the most approved style of railway 
architecture. One on the left as they are approached, is the receiving depot for all 
Southern bound freight, while that on the right is entirely for inward and city 
freights. Between the two, and on all sides, are lines of railway tracks so arranged 
that cars have every possible convenience for loading or unloading, while it is in 
contemplation to unite the two by means of a covered light iron bridge, extending 
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across from the handsome up-stairs otiices. Inside, too, a busy scene is presented. 
Freight of every conceivable character and description lies piled up throughout 
the spacious building, substantial proof of the far-reaching capacity and facilities 
of Richmond's pet railway system, and giving some idea of the importance of this 
city as a commercial centre. 

**The expense and labor attendant on this, one of the most capacious and hand- 
same freight buildings in the United States, must have been no trifling matter. 
The entire site of the two buildings has had to be raised from four to almost four- 
teen feet — itself a work of considerable magnitude. Then the buildings had to 
be erected, and although the work was only begun about a year ago, it has in that 
short time been thoroughly done by the company's hands, and there is nothing 
cheap or common about it. 

" Any one interested in Richmond's growth and welfare would be well paid by a 
visit to this mammoth establishment. It is, in a word, an ornament to the city 
and a credit to the enterprising corporation by which it was erected dnd is owned." 

Third. Commodious and attractive brick passenger stations have beep erected 
at Staunton and Lexington by the Valley railroad company. At Mint Spring, 
Greenville, Raphine, and Fairfield neat and suitable station buildings with plat- 
forms have been erected, and at Folly Mills a passenger shed and platform. At 
Timber Ridge a neat and suitable station building has been erected, and additional 
side track laid. At Lexington frame engine house has been biiilt, and passenger 
platform erected, and siding extended at Spotswood. Thirteen thousand one hun- 
dred and fourteen cubic yards of stone ballast have been put into the main track 
djaring the year. During the present year, (1885-6) a new station has been estab- 
lished at Decatur, Virginia, and the roadway materially improved and bridges 
strengthened. 

Fourth. A very nice depot has been erected in Petersburg by the Norfolk and 
Western railroad company. The same company has made valuable improvements 
in their terminal facilities at Norfolk, such as warehouses, depots, &c., which have 
cost them vast sums of money. While there has been very little railroad build- 
ing in the State within the past year, the improvements to the roads built in the 
shape of depot facilities have been greater than in any year in the history of the 
commonwealth, such improvements having cost the companies over four hundred 
thousand dollars. There are many other minor improvements, but these are men- 
tioned as the most important. • 

There are two new roads being built. The Chesapeake, Norfolk and Carolina, 
and the South Atlantic and Ohio. A description of these roads is given in another 
part of this report. 

I have required so far as possible that all roads having a separate oi^anization 
report to this office. Heretofore many of the leased roads were included in the 
operation of the main line. For example, the Franklin and Pittsylvania, which 
is leased by the Virginia Midland, was included in the operations of the last road. 
This I think, is not according to the intent of the law^. Therefore the change. 
In the following description of the roads in this State, you will observe that the 
through rate and local rate are not severed, and therefore the average is very low. 
I think it well that this office in future request the roads not only to give the 
through average rate, but also the local rate per passenger, and the local rate per 
ton per mile.

SYNOPSIS OF RAILROAD BUSINESS, &c. 

ATLANTIC AND DANVILLE RAILROAD. 

Line of road — Claremont, Va., to Danville, Va. — 165 miles. Completed Decem- 
ber 31, 1885. Claremont, Va., to Bellefield, Va., 55 luilefe. 

A number of counties have subscribed to the capital stock of this road, and in 
a few years it is thought it will be completed to Danville.

The Virginia Central railroad was opened to Covington, at the base of the Alle- 
ghany range, 208.50 miles from Richmond, in 1867. Included in this line was the 
Blue Ridge railroad, of 17 miles, a State work, involving an extensive tunnel. 

The Covington and Ohio railroad was undertaken, with means supplied chiefly 
by the State, for the purpose of extending its railroad system to the Ohio river. 
L'pon the latter road a large amount of money was expended. The work on the 
extension was abandoned in 1861, resumed in 1868, and the whole line comj)leted 
March 1st, 1873. 

The company having made default on its coupons maturing November, 1873, a 
receiver was appointed October 9, 1875. On the 2d of April, 1878, the road was 
sold, and on a plan of reorganization on behalf of all parties interested, the pres- 
ent company was organized, to which the property was conveyed July 1, 1878. 
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From New Orleans, westward, to the Pacific coast, the Southern Pacific system 
forms a continuation of this line, thus placing substantially under the same owner- 
ship and control an unbroken line of railroad from Newport News, Virginia, to 
San Francisco.

Was completed to Cape Charles, Virginia, Novepiber 17, 1884. The company 
also operates a ferry between Cape Charles, Old Point Comfort, Portsmouth, and 
Norfolk. 

In 1881, the present company was chartered as successor of the Peninsula rail- 
road company of Virginia. In response to letter, the auditor of the road says: 

**lt would be impossible for me to give you the cost per ton per mile in trans- 
porting freight in the year 1884, as our line was not completed in that year. For 
the year 1885 I can give you the tigures, but they wull include the cost per ton for 
transporting the freight over the whole Ibiey in Maryland as well as in Virginia, and 
would include the water transportation for such freight as went to Norfolk. 

"The cost during the year (1885) was 2.11 cents per ton per mile. The rate of 
freight charged per ton per mile during 1885, was 2.14 cents, leaving net earnings 
for that year of 3 cents. Please understand that our line through was not per- 
fected until March of 1885, though the figures quoted to you cover the whole of 
that year. It is to be understood, however, that the heavy portion of expenses 
Wiis on the line in Virginia, and the bulk of the earnings was made on the line 
in Maryland. 

" Could these figures be divided so as to show^ you the cost per ton and the amount 
charged per ton in Virginia alone, they would show a very diflferent result— that 
of a considerable loss to the company. I am unable, however, to divide them in 
this manner. Average passenger rate 1886, 2.54 cents; average ton rate, 1886 
was 1.34 cents." 

NORFOLK SOUTHERN RAILROAD.

The terminal company has purchased 483 acres of wharf property and IJ miles 
of water front at Lambert's Point, below Norfolk, and a road to connect with the 
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Norfolk and Western railroad company's property has been built. A large coal 
wharf has been completed, and during 1885, the company erected on land leaeed 
from the Norfolk and Western railroad company two brick fire-proof warehouses, 
each having a frontage of 205 feet, with a depth of 95 feet, and having four com- 
partments. The total cost of a thousand other improvements during 1885, was 
11135,333 23, which was advanced by the Norfolk and Western railroad company, 
the latter renewing first mortgage bonds of the Terminal company at par. 

The exi>en8es of operating the road, pier, and warehouses are included in the 
operating expenses of the Norfolk and Western railroad company, and all revenue 
therefrom is included in the gross earnings of that company, but the Terminal 
company owns certain dividend paying securities, the revenue from which, with 
other small revenues during the year, amounted to $6,020 37, which enabled it to 
pay a dividend of 1? per cent, on its full paid capital stock in March, 1886. 

Capital stock, $323,026 00, of which $321,090 00 is owned by the Norfolk and 
Western railroad company. 

RO.VNOKE MACHINE WORKS. 

These works are situated in the city of Roanoke, Va. The grounds comprise 60 
acres, upon which are erected the various buildings for the manufacture of loco- 
motives and cars. 

Construction completed and operations begun in 1883. Capacity of car shops, 
10 cars per day ; capacity of wheel foundry ,^ 50 car wheels per day.

SUFFOLK AND CAROLINA RAILROAD COMPANY. 



Line of road— Suffolk, Va., to Chowan river, N. C.—40 miles. Completed 26 
miles. Gauge 3 feet 6 inches. Incorporated as the Nansemond Land, Lumber 
and Narrow Gauge railroad company in 1873. Corporate name was changed to the 
Suffolk and Carolina railway company by act approved February 26, 1884. 

RICHMOND AND WEST POINT TERMINAL RAILWAY AND WAREHOUSE COMPANY. 

This company was incorporated by the State of Virginia by an act passed March 
8, 1880, with an authorized capital of $5,000,000. The object of its incorporation 
was to acquire, in the interests of the Richmond and Danville railroad company ^ 
railroads and other property, which the latter, by its charter, could not directly 
acquire. The Terminal company was authorized to acquire, by purchase or other- 
wise, stocks and bonds of railroad companies in the States of North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, and other 
States, and was vested with all powers necessary for such purposes. Amendments 
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to its charter allowed it to increase its capital stock without limit to consolidate 
with other companies, and to change its name when desired to that of the "Rich- 
mond, Danville and Southern Railway Company." The capital stock of the com- 
pany on July 21, 1881, was $3,000,000. On December 29, 1881, it was increased to 
15,000,000, and on March 30, 1882, to 115,000,000. The additional $10,000,000 in 
this case being sold to stockholders of the company at $25 per share, realizing 
$2,500,000 on the increase, and making $7,500,000, as the amount realized on the 
$15,000,000 capital stock, which was issued as full paid stock. 

This company owns a short line of railroad, connecting its wharf property at 
Rocketts, in Chesterfield county, Va., with the tracks of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad company, and controls the following railroads in the State of Vir- 
ginia : 

RICHMOND AND D.\NVILLE RAILROAD. 

Richmond, Va., to Danville, Va., 140 j miles. Piedmont railroad — Danville, Va., 
to Greensboro*, N. C— 48.60 miles. Richmond, York River and Chesapeake rail- 
road — West Point to Richmond, Va. — 38.50 miles. Milton and Sutherlin railroad 
and Richmond and Danville railroad — Fourteen miles east of Danville to Milton, 
N. C. Pittsylvania railroad : Line of road — Junction of Virginia Midland railroad 
to Pittsville, Va. — 7 miles. Franklin and Pittsylvania railroad : Line of road — 
Pittsville, Va., to Rocky Mount, Franklin county, Va.— 30 miles. Charlottesville 
and Raidan railroad : Line of road — From Orange Courthouse, Va., to Charlottes- 
ville, Va.— 28.^ miles. Virginia Midland railroad : Line of road— From Alexan- 
dria, Va., to Danville, Va.— 233 miles. This mileage includes 28.2 miles of the 
Charlottesville and Rapidan railroad. Washington, Ohio and Western railroad: 
Line of road — Alexandria, Va., to Round Hill, Va. — 50 miles. 

Chartered March 9, 1847. Main line opened May 16, 1856. This company did 
control the Richmond and West Point Terminal Railway and Warehouse company, 
which was an auxiliary organization to the Richmond and Danville railroad com- 
pany, and was formed for the purpose of acquiring roads riot directly connecting 
with the Richmond and Danville railroad company. The charter of the latter 
company debarring it from owning stock in any but connecting lines, but within 
the past twelve months the auxiliary company has gotten control of the Richmond 
and Danville railroad company. 

Alfred Sully, president. Principal office of address, New York. The general 
office is located in Washington, D. C. The general officers of this road up to Octo- 
ber 1, 1886, were located in the city of Richmond. At that time they were moved 
to Washington. Soon after the removal, the Danville system passed into the hands 
of the new and present management, and it is now proposed to bring back the 
general offices to the city of Richmond.

MILTON AND SUTHERLIN RAILROAD. 

Main line— Richmond and Danville railroad, 14 miles east of Danville to Mil- 
ton, N. C. — 7 miles. Gauge 3 feet. Chartered in 1876. Opened in February, 1878. 
Operated by the Richmond and Danville railroad company from July, 1882. 

The road is practically owned by the Richmond and Danville railroad company, 
which owns $36,400 of its capital stock. Total stock, $61,200. 

RICHMOND, YORK RIVER AND CHESAPEAKE RAILROAD. 

Richmond, Va., to West Point, Va.— 38.50 miles. Total track (steel 8.16 miles) 
45.5 miles. Gauge 5 feet; rails 56 lbs. Chartered as Richmond and York River 
railroad, January 31, 1853. Opened in 1869. Sold under foreclosure May 2, 1872. 
Reorganized by purchasing bondholders under existing title. Leased to the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad company in perpetuity from July 1, 1881, for $85,500 
per annum. 

WASHINGTON, OHIO AND WESTERN RAILROAD. 

Line of road — Alexandria, Va., to Mount Pleasant, West Va. — 325 miles in 
operation. Alexandria to Round Ilill, Va., 50.1 miles; sidings, &c., 4 guiles. 
Gauge 4 feet 8A inches. Chartered as Alexandria, Loudoun and Hamjjshire rail- 
road March 15, 1853. Construction commenced February 16, 1855, and road opened 
to Leesburg in 1858. Name changed to Washington and Ohio July 26, 1870, and 
authority granted to extend to the Ohio river, 325 miles. Completed to the pre- 
sent terminus in 1874. In April, 1882, the road was sold under foreclosure, the 
purchasers organizing a new company under the name of the Washington, Ohio 
and Western railroad company. On the 9th May, 1883, the road was again sold 
for $400,000, the purchasers having previously made default in payment of balance 
of purchase 'money when due, and the purchasers organized the present company 
June 12, 1883. 

Since the clase of the last fiscal year (September 30, 1886,) this road, by lease, 
has passed under the control of the Danville system.

Chartered March 12, 1878. leased from May 1st, 1880, date of completion, for 
34 years to the W. C, V. M. & G. S. railroad company, and its successor, the Vir- 
ginia Midland railway company. 

PITTSYLVANIA RAILROAD. 

Line of road— Junction Virginia Midland railroad, Virginia, to Pittsville, Vir- 
ginia — 8 miles. Gausre 3 feet. 

Opened in 1878. Connects the Iron mines of Pittsville with Virginia Midland 
railroad, (by which company it is operated) near Ward's Mills. 



VIRGINIA MIDLAND RAILWAY. 

Alexandria, Va., to Danville, Va. — 233 miles. Branches, owned and leased : 
Strasburg — Manassas to Strasburg — 63 miles. Front Royal — 1 mile. Warren- 
ton— 9 miles. Pittsville— 7 miles. Grordonsville— 9.20 miles. Stony Point — 2.84 
miles. Charlottesville and Rapidan — 28.2 miles; included in mileage of main 
line. Franklin and Pittsylvania Narrow-Gauge — 30 miles. The Harrisonburg 
branch — 51 miles. Opened January 15, 1869, was leased to the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad company for the term of ninety-nine years, from September 1, 1873, 
at a rental of 189,250 gold, per annum. 

The Virginia Midland railroad is successor to the Orange and Alexandria rail- 
road, chartered March 22, 1848 ; opened to Gordonsville, 88J miles, in 1854 ; and 
from Charlottesville to Lynchburg, 60 miles, in 1859 ; and the Manassas Gap rail- 
road, 63 miles, chartered March 9, 1850, and opened in 1854 ; which lines had b^n 
consolidated under the name of the Orange, Alexandria and Manassas railroad, 
April 24, 1867. Between Gordonsville and Charlottesville, 22 miles, the track of 
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the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad (Virginia Central) was used at a rental of $30,000 
a year. The Lynchburg and Danville railroad, 6oJ miles, chartered in 1866, and 
completed in 1874, became a part of the consolidated line November 27, 1872, the 
company then taking the name of the Washington City, Virginia Midland and 
Great Southern railroad company. The road and all property of the company 
were placed in the hands of a receiver July 13, 1876 ; sold December 20, 1880 ; pur- 
chased by the trustee of the associated bondholders and creditors for $5,600,000 ; sale 
confirmed December 30, 1880; property transferred to the purchasers January 1, 
1881 ; and the present comjxany formed February 1, 1881. The Pittsville Branch 
is operated in connection with the F. & P. N. G. railroad, making the total length 
of narrow-gauge line operated 37.3 miles.

Dear Sir: 

Yours of the 16th to hand, in which you state, that after February 
22d tlie steamer Carrie will be required to prepay you chai*ges for all goods con- 
signed to and over the Atlantic and Danville railroad. Yet you furnish no tariff 
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to enable us to know what those charges are, so that we can be prepared. The 
same we are willing to do whenever you furnish us with your rates. You demand, 
in addition, that the steamer Carrie shall pay for shipping, and also pay wharfage 
on all goods consigned to your railway. This we deny your right to exact of our 
boat, and it is not done to any other boats delivering or receiving consignments 
from the Atlantic and Danville railroad. 

In regard to goods landed on said wharf for other parties, we have a letter from 
Mr. Mancha, which states that it was understood, and one of the conditions in 
granting the Atlantic and Danville railroad the wharf rights, that it was to be a 
free wharf. Be that as it may, it is a general rule with all wharves that charge 
wharfage, to collect said wharfage from the parties to whom the goods are con- 
signed, and not to claim wharfiE^ of the steamer so landing them — for the goods 
are certainly good for the wharfage. 

But we claim the right, and will exercise it, of coming to said wharf whenever 
we have goods for your railroad, as it is your depot receiving all goods con- 
rifled over the said Atlantic and Danville railroad. We regret that you have 
undertaken to make us the special exception by demanding the prepayment of 
freight, and we deny your right under your charter to discriminate against our 
Virginia enterprise ( '^ The Steamer Carrie " ) in favor of other steamboats owned 
beyond the limits of the State of Virginia, operating as you are under a charter 
granted from the State of Virginia. 

We w^ill refer this matter to the railroad commissioner at Richmond, and will 
look to your railroad to make good all damages we may sustain by this unjust dis- 
crimination against us.

Dbar Sir: 

I have received your letter of the 23d instant, enclosing corref»pond- 
ence in reference to the discrimination on the part of the Atlantic and Danville 
railway company against the steamer Carrie, and asking me certain questions rela^ 
tive thereto. In reply, I beg to say, I am of the opinion that the railway company 
is violating the provisions of the 24th section, chapter 61, Code of Vii^ginia, edition 
1873. The railway company cannot lawfully refuse any steamer permission to 
land for the purpose of unloading freight to be transported over the railway, and 
the said company cannot lawfully require prepayment from one firm, person, or 
company and not from all. They may require prepayment, but must not discrimi- 
nate. 

The railway company is required by law to furnish in advance tariff, of its rates 
of transportation. The wharf belongs to the company as well as the railway, 
and they cannot discriminate against one person and in favor of another, as to the 
wharfage or privilege granted in reference thereto. The remedies under existing 
laws are ample to correct those violations if persisted in by the railway company.

Enclosed find copies of correspondence between the undersigned and B. 
D. Tillar, Esq., president of Atlantic and Danville railroad, and Messrs. Boissieux 
tt Co., et als. 

From the correspondence you Will see that President Tillar refused to allow a 
certain steamer, called the "Carrie," to land at the wharf of the Atlantic and Dan- 
ville railroad for the purpose of delivering freight to the said railroad. The At- 
lantic and Danville owns or controls a steamer running in opposition to the Car- 
rie. The order the president (after complaint to me) countermanded, but imme- 
diately issued another, placing certain penalties upon the goods delivered by the 
Carrie to the Atlantic and Danville railroad, which penalties, in my opinion, 
amounts to an open, unjust, and flagrant discrimination against the Carrie.

See chapter 61, Code of Virginia, 1873, section 24. Also by recent decisions of 
the circuit court of the United States, it has been said that a railway cannot either 
exclude the freight of a connecting line or give advantage to one connecting line 
over another in the rates at which freight is exchanged. In case of Denver and 
New Orleans R. R. Co. vs. Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad, 15 Federal 
Reports, p. 650, the judges decided that every railway is bound to receive freight 
from all lines connecting with it, and to deliver freight to all as ordered by the 
shippers on equal terms. 
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I have repeatedly called upon and requested President Tillar to correct this vio- 
lation of law indulged in by his road ; yet he has lailed to do so. The law is 
ample for its correction, and your prompt action in this matter will greatly &cili- 
tate the work and osefulness of this office.

I have your letter of March 9th, referring to your letter of February 
10th, with reference to the death of Parker Lee from an accident at our station at 
Newport News. 
I have previously stated to you that it was only in Decetnber last that I took 
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personal charge of the operations of this road, and that I had no acquaintance 
with matters of this kind prior to my taking hold of the road ; that the reports to 
the railroad commissioner were made by my predecessor, and that it would be a 
work of infinite labor for me to ascertain the details of any special accident on the 
road covered by his reports. The accident about which you inquire occurred in 
1884, nearly two years ago, and it would be very difficult for me to work up a 
report of that case even were I now engaged in preparing a regular report for 
the railroad commissioner. 

I do not propose to enter into a discussion at this time of the manner in which 
these reports should be made to conform to the law. I will, when I submit my 
report for 1886, endeavor to put it in just such shape as will be satisfactory to yoa, 
and should I be unable to do so, we will then discuss the principles upon which 
the report should be made. 

In this particular case, however, with the surroundings, I do not think that I 
should be called upon for any iiirther report of an accident in 1884, than that 
which was accepted by your predecessor as sufficient, he having made no objec- 
tion whatever to the form of the report. 

Your letter of February 10th, and previous verbal information from you, show 
that the information sought for is at the instance of Mr. P. W. McKinney, of 
Farmville, who has brought suit for the administrator of Parker Lee against this 
company for very heavy damages, and I am ver}'^ sure that it was no part of the 
intention of the general assembly in framing the law calling for report of acci- 
dents, to allow that law to be used by an attorney prosecuting a claim against the 
company to force the company to furnish him evidence which might enable him 
to forestall the defence of the company to its injury. In short, this information 
called for by the reports was intended, in my judgment, solely for the guidance of 
the commissioner, and possibly to procure statistical information for the use of 
the general assembly, but it certainly was never in contemplation that the com- 
missioner should be required to obtain information for attorneys who were bring- 
ing suits against the companies. 

Even could I procure the details of this accident, I should be very much dis- 
inclined to do so, knowing the object with which you are pressed to require it ; as, 
I say, this case is in the course of trial in the courts of the State, and we expect to 
show that the railroad company is entirely free from any liability on account of 
the accidental killing of P«rker Lee. Yon can understand of course that the 
slightest accident is always greatly deplored by the management of railroads. We 
do everything in our power to prevent them. Where we believe these accidents 
arise from fault on the part of employees of the company we are always ready to 
settle them promptly, fairly and liberally, but where we are satisfied that no blame 
attaches to the employees, then we of course defend the cases to the best of the 
ability of our counsel, and would be unwilling to furnish the evidence upon which 
we rely for our defence, to the counsel on the other side before the case is called 
for trial. 

Hoping that this will be satisfactory, and assuring you that I am always ready 
to give you any information within my reach about the affairs of the company.

Dear Sir: 

In accordance with instructions, I visited and examined the draw- 
bridge over the A. & C. canal on the Northern and Southern Railway, some nine 
miles south of Norfolk city, and herewith submit my report as to its condition. 

I presented credentials at President Phillips' office, who was absent from the 
city ; but Captain A. M. Hawkins, superintendent, and acting engineer, carried me 
to the bridge, and gave particulars of the recent repairs which he had made on 
the abutments, and such other data with the examination needed to form a con- 
clusion. 

The report of its insecurity arose from the fact that the facings of plank on the 
abutments at and above the water line, had rotted, and the swash of passing 
steamers had washed the rotted parts away, as well as some of the earth from the 
abutments, exposing the piles and cross-braces. Captain Hawkins reports he gave 
the cypress piles and cross-timbers, running back into the embankment ten feet 
or more, a close exantination, and they were perfectly sound, and had abutments 
filled with oyster shells to the depth of fifteen feet by six feet to the rear, and 
facing the abutments with two-inch oiled cypress plank. Such piles as were in 
si^ht (the most exposed) I examined, and found sound. The piles were cypress, 

« 

of 14-inch diameter, average, with cross-timbers of 14 x 14 inches, mortised on 
them, and cross-braces of ample size and number. The whole abutment making 
a compact and firm bed, as witnessed by a passing train. 

The draw-bridge in question is an opened wrought iron beam of fifty-seven feet 
in length, pivoted on the southern abutment and moved by hand-lever, composed 
of T bars of ample dimensions, securely riveted and trussed, and the trussing so 
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arranged and united as to give the required strength. After a careful inspection 
and measurement of its individual parts and as an entire bridge, its factor of 
safety — i. f., its strength — was so obvious, that a detailed estimate of its transverse 
strains was deemed unnecessary. The bridge and abutments were in good order, 
and of capacity to sustain weights considerably in excess of the traffic demands of 
the railway, as its heaviest engines, with tender, weigh only 58,000 pounds, and 
coal car with load 60,000 pounds ; and, the bridge being a draw, the trains neces- 
sarily approach it slowly and move over it slowly. The road-bed was in good 
order, so fiEir as seen. 

Returning from the bridge, met Vice-President King on the train, who kindly 
extended the courtesies of the occasion, and gave the information that he bad re- 
cently sent over his road an experienced (expert) engineer to inspect its condition, 
and that he had reported the road-bed, bridges and tressles in good and safe con- 
dition.

My Dear Sib: 

I feel it my duty to write to you on a subject concerning mjrself^ 
and every individual in the oonmion wealth, of the gross violation of their char- 
ters by several railroads by changing their gauges. 

The gauge of the railroads has been changed without any act of the legislatarey 
that I have seen, which is a violation of law and their charters. At the time 
these railroads were chartered, the gauge was an important question before the 
legislature, and that body wisely decided that the roads south of James river 
should hereafter be five feet, while those north of said river and those already in 
existence were 4 feet 8} inches, and the object was to build up Virginia cities, and 
not let the same operate to carry it out of State. I may be mistaken in this mat- 
ter, as it is scarcely to be believed that the railroads would so palpably violate the 
fundamental part of their charter. The question was ably discussed when these 
roads were chartered; to which I refer you how important the gauge was 
regarded. 

I should like to hear from you on this subject, as I may be mistaken in there 
being no power conferred by a subsequent act ; but I know it is not in the consoli- 
dation act. 

Another matter I wish to call to your attention. The railroads pay little or no at- 
tion to the opening their offices and selling tickets in time. I refer you to chapter 
60, section 36, page 583 Code. It is so violated in Richmond and Lynchbui^g, and 
almost everywhere. I have been kept waiting in Richmond until the last minute, 
and have to stand to be in time, which I am unable to do. This section is im- 
portant for old people and invalids, and every one who lives at a distance. No one 
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wishes to sae. I hope you will let the railroads know their duty in this respect. 
You can go any morning to depots and see this section violated. I have never 
seen otherwise at two of them. 

The railroads are also in the habit of changing their schedule and tarifif without 
the proper notice. I have been left by it twice. Let them know they must give 
proper notice before changing. 

I have written this in hope you will aid in making the railroads comply with 
theii charters and the general laws.

Yours of the 3rd instant, in relation to the change of gauge by the Rich' 
mond and Danville railroad and of the Norfolk and Western railroad, from a five foot 
to the standard gauge. I refer you to an act approved March 15th, 1850, which pro- 
vides that a uniform gauge be adopted by the Richmond and Danville Railroad 
Company, the Southside Railroad Company, and the Virginia and Tennessee 
Railroad Oompanv. The last named railroads have been merged into and are 
now called the Norfolk and Western. It is true that the Danville road could not 
change its gauge without a similar change by the Norfolk and Western, and vice 
versa. But if both change at the same time, then a uniformity of gauge still 
exists ; and, so far as I am at present advised, the change was legal under the 
provisions of the above cited act. 

As to your second complaint : I have communicated with the officers of nearly 
all the roads, calling their attention to the law in relation to keeping their ticket 
offices open one hour before the departure of trains. In most cases they have 
assured me that the law would be complied with. If it is not, I have no way of 
finding out, except that each case be reported to me ; and one or two such reports 
would have a very wholesome effect.

This we are perfectly satisfied 
with, but the Yiiginia Midland railroad chaige us from that point to Culpeper local 
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rates, with a very high estimate on weight, as there were only 26 buggies in the 
car. They charge us $55 20. We refuse to pay this charge. Can't you do some- 
thing for us in this matter, as we are trying to w^ork up a business at this point, and 
necessarily pass a considerable amount of freights over this Virginia Midland rail- 
road. With such charges as this, it is calculated to cause us to seek some other 
location for our business. Please give it your immediate attention, as we think it 
deserves, and give us through rates, as we honestly think is all fair. Several of 
your acquaintances here advised us to write to you on this subject. Please answer.

Sirs: 

Yours received in regard to freight charges on buggies, made by the Vir- 
ginia Midland railroad company, fix)m Charlottesville to Culpeper. The charge 
from Cincinnati to Charlottesville ($74 00) is a through and competitive rate. The 
charge made by the Virginia Midlatid from Charlottesville to Culpeper ($55 20) 
is a local rate. The Virginia Midland lias nothing to do with the rate made by the 
other companies. The shipment to Charlottesville was a long haul, and it could 
not be expected that the Virginia Midland should charge in proportion when the 
company only carried the buggies some forty-five miles. But upon investigation, 
and by comparison, I have concluded that the local rate, 23 cents, ($55 20) is too 
high, and have so informed the general freight agent of the Virginia Midland, who, 
at my request, lias fixed the rate at 20 cents ($48 00). This is the only question that 
arises: What is a reasonable rate from Charlottesville to Culpeper? The rate from 
Cincinnati to Charlottesville has nothing to do with it, for the car could be 
brought to Charlottesville for nothing ; yet that would not preclude the Virginia 
Midland from charging a reasonable rate to Culpeper. The Georgia commissioner, 
where the commissioners have the power to fix the rate, allows on buggies for the 
distance of 45 miles, a local rate of 22 cents ($62 80). If you pay the freight bill 
and send it to Mr. Barbour Thompson, assistant general freight agent of Virginia 
Midland railroad, the difference in the rate of 23 cents and 20 cents will be re* 
funded, and in the future you can ship at a local rate of 20 cents per hundred in 
car-load lots.

Dear Sir: 

Referring to the postal of Mr. Holladay, complaining that he was 
charged $1 10 upon a calf from Richmond to Buckner's, whilst he only paid 55 
cents upon two calves that we brought from Buckner's to Richmond. There is an 
error of eight cents against Mr. Holladay on his single calf, which we will of 
course have corrected upon application. 

The regular freight on calves between Richmond and Buckner's is $1 02 per 
head in either direction ; but, with a view of fostering the breeding of calves and 
lambs on the line 6f the road, we make a reduced rate on lambs and calves com- 
ing to Richmond market, which we are enabled to do by running a stock car on 
our way-freight from Charlottesville to Richmond, gathering calves and lambs at 
all stations between the two points, thus enabling us to make what is virtually a 
car-load rate upon the lambs and calves, though shipped singly by the owners, as 
the load by the time it gets to Richmond aggr^ates in the neighborhood of a car 
load. This plan was adopted from my own practical experience as a farmer and 
as a manager of a railroad, and works to the great advantage of the shippers of 
stock. Had we not done that we would have had to leave the regular rate in 
force upon each calf and lamb, and the result would have been that the rate of 
freight would have been considerably higher than it now is. When we ship an 
isolated calf back, of course we charge the regular tariff* rate, which is certainly 
not higher than I think is fair. The whole arrangement works to the benefit of 
the farmer. 

The car which we use upon this freight is devoted simply to this business. To 
reverse the system, and carry that car back under all circumstances, would de- 
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prive us of an opportunity of utilizing that car for general freight, and force us 
always to haul it at a dead cost to the company ; whereas, as our principal stock 
business passes firom the road at Charlottesville, we always have a lot of empty 
cars there which we can utilize on the way-freight trains.

My Deab Sir: 

Yours of the 20th received, relative to the shipment of two calves 
from Buckner's to Richmond at a cost of fifty-five cents each, and the shipment of one 
calf from Richmond to Buckner's at a cost of $1 10. I have fully investigated the 
matter, and the railroad company explain it as follows : 

At Charlottesville a stock car is attached to the freight, which stops at all stations 
to receive stock. This car is put on for the accommodation of fjarmers who have 
hut one or two head of stock to ship, and by this means, instead of the former pay- 
ing for stock at less than car-load rates, he gets the benefit of car-load rates upon a 
single animal. For example, the regular rate upon a single calf from Buckner's to 
Richmond is $1 02, but by the existing arrangement by car-load rates, it is fifty-five 
cents. The railroad can well afibrd it, inasmuch as by the time the train reaches 
Richmond they have a car load of stock. The same circumstances do not exist in 
returning. The car might be run from Richmond to Charlottesville for six months 
with more tlian probable, not a single shipment. 

Now it is claimed by the railroad that they do utilize this car in returning, there- 
fore they charge them less than regular car-load rates, $1 02. They also claim that 
if they are precluded from utilizing this car and are forced to haul it back empty 
at an additional cost, then of course they will be forced to raise their car load rates 
from fifty-five cents to an amount that will meet the additional cost of hauling 
the empty cars. 

Now, if these statements are true, Which I have no reason to doubt, it is of great 
interest to the farmer that the present tarifi" should stand, for while one shipment 
may be made from Richmond in a month, a car load, made up by different farmers, 
is 8hipi)ed to Richmond ever>' day. Inclosed find General Wickham's letter, which 
you will please return.

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I enclose you herewith a Local Passenger Tariff and Distance Table, in effect 
Jane 15, 1885, and which is still in force ; also a Local Tariff of Freight Rates, 
dated June 1, 1885, which is still in force, and a cx)py of the Joint Merchandise 
Freight Classification, adopted by the Freight Traffic Association of the Middle 
States, December 19, 1885, under which we work. 

This will give the maximum charges, both of ticket and freight business. Owing, 
however, to cheap water transportation at Norfolk by which we have been antago- 
nized, we have found it necessary from time to time, to modify these rates to large 
cities North. But these will show you the maximum figures which would in any 
case be chaiiged.

Your favor of the 27th ultimo, addressed to Mr. Kimball, has been 
referred to me. 

Enclosed I hand you copy of our passenger tariff, with additions, and would say 
for your information that we shall publish within a month or so an entire new 
tariff, taking in all our new branches on Cripple Creek, as we shall open up seve- 
ral miles more of that road before the 1st of September. If you are going to pub- 
liah any tariffs in your report, I would suggest that you wait until you get our new 
issues. I will send you our freight tariff in a day or two. 

As to improvements, &c., we are building a new grain elevator at Norfolk 
through which we expect to handle grain for export abroad. We will have rebuilt 
by the 15th of this month. High bridge at Farmville, so that it will carry the 
heaviest locomotives on our line. We are rebuilding a new passenger depot at 
Petersburg, to be used jointly by the Atlantic Coast Line and ourselves. Thirteen 
miles of our Cripple Creep extension are already open for business, and by the Ist 
of September nine miles more will be completed and in operation to Foster Falls, 
where we shall stop for the present. We are making short extensions of branch 
lines in the coal districts, opening up new coal mines in order to enable us to 
increase the output of coal and the manufacture of coke. 

I would suggest that (August being a hot month in Richmond) you take a trip 
over our line and see what we are doing, stopping off at Roanoke, looking over 
our machine works; thence to Pocahontas ; then stop off at Pulaski, where we have 
the Maple Shade Inn, the finest hotel in Virginia ; take a run up the Cripple Creek 
extension, and then on through to Bristol. I think you would enjoy the trip, and 
I know yon would see more in the way of improvements on our line than I could 
tell yoa of in a dosen letters.

On my arrival here to-day, I find your telegram of yesterday stating 
that parties have complained to 3'ou of my not allowing the use of the hoistway 
at the bridge. This is the first of my knowing that any one wanted to use it. Of 
course I would not allow an incompetent person to use it anyway. While I have^ 
not been asked for it, I have never allowed any one to use it save my employees 
and Mr. Woodrim. I spoke to Mr. W. to-day of your telegram, and he told me 
you had given him orders not to allow any one save competent persons, to use it. 
I only have one bateaux at work, and that is not kept at work on account of the 
scarcity of freights. The water is too low now for the steamboat. I am no man to 
obstruct " bus." if I can't do it myself. I have always allowed parties to use the 
hoistway, provided they could get Mr. Woodrim to run it. And have gon^ so far 
as to have parties unloaded by my employees — charging nothing, only because I 
preferred not to haul their freight, it being out of my line of " bus." — some heavy 
timbers calculated to injure my boats. 

Am very much obliged to you for informing me, and hope you will continue to 
do so if you have any further complaints.

Dear Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I commenced at Roanoke city, 
and thence went over the Shenandoah Vjilley railroad, making a close andcarefiil 
inspection of its roadway, bridges, and trestles, and herewith submit the result of 
my examination. 

Its roadway is in a fair condition, though the topography is that of a mountain- 
ous character, partaking of steep grades and short curves, yet its capabilities for 
traffic are great, and the near future will show its natural advantages as a link in a 
system which must occur, due to its possessing all that could be desired as to cli> 
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mate, health, fertility of soil, and richness of minerals, and its location in the vast 
and historic valley lying between the Blue Ridge mountains and the AUeghanies. 

In many places in its roadway I found a few ties in bad condition, though the 
road has had only some five years of existence, and wherever these were observed, 
the laborer was likewise found replacing the decayed ones with new ties. And 
Mr. Maddock, the energetic and skilled engineer, reported, before the w^inter sets in, 
he will have renewed 85,000 ties this season. 

A portion of the track is still laid with iron rails, but will be replaced by steel 
rails, as the same had been ordered, and were daily expected. 

The bridges and trestles were numerous — 260 on the line of roadway, of 10 feet 
in length and upwards; some of 1,600 to 1,700 feet in length, and a few of the 
height of 105 feet. These were in a condition as might be expected of a railway 
when placed in the hands of a receiver, of doubtful repair and fitness for service. 
Albeit, it was fortuitous for the Sh'enandoah Valley railway that it fell into the 
hands of the present receiver and his associates, who with, a prompt forecast of its 
situation, proceeded to place the railway in good repair for travel and traffic. It is 
true I found a few decaying timbers in many of the bridges and trestles, and I also 
noted the marks of condemnation for their removal, by their railway expert, nrho 
had preceded me in the work. Likewig^, I saw at many bridges and trestles 
numerous carpenters busy removing and substituting the damaged by new and 
sound timbers; and on alighting from the hand car to inspect a bridge or a trestle, 
I saw^ as a usual feature of the landscape, the pile of Georgia lumber ready for use, 
And often the carpenters hard at work. 

It is to be hoi)ed that the steam shovel will eliminate from this railway, or 
shorten them. Many of the.se trestles and those which may be left to meet the 
requirements of the mountain torrents may be gradually replaced by wrought iron 
viaducts. 

The repairs on these bridges and trestles have, during the past spring and sum- 
mer, and will continue to consume for some time, 75,000 feet per month of the best 
Oeorgia pine ; and with its small army of three hundred hands engaged on its line 
of railway, gives an earnest of those in command, of making it a first-class road. 

I observed some four or five abutments of short bridges cracked from imperfect 
workmanship when first built, but also observed they were securely stayed by iron 
rods and braces, making them secure until they can be rebuilt. 

During the past season the trestle at Gooney Run was washed out, and has been 
replaced by a wrought iron bridge of a most substantial nature, looking to a ton- 
nage and steam power of largely increased character in the future traffic of the 
Toad. Flint Run will likewise have a similar bridge this year. 

Judging from my examinations, and the manner in which the many deficiencies of 
the railway have been met and were being met, and the purposes indicated by 
those in charge, the conclusion has been reached that the Shenandoah Valley rail- 
road will soon be rated equal to any for its condition and efficiency.

Dear Sir: 

Yoar favor of 1st instant, asking for an annual report from the 
Norfolk Terminal company for the year ending September 30th, 1885, was received 
during my absence in the South, and I now give it the first attention on my return 
from a trip to Norfolk and Roanoke, lasting until the 6th instant. The report to 
you is made to conform to the following statement of facts : 

First. The Norfolk Terminal company is not a railroad company pure and 
simple, but was incorporated partly for the purpose of supplying important termi- 
nal fikcilities at the growing seaport of Norfolk ; which facilities, however, relate 
especially to the transportation of freight, and which become of vital necessity 
in the development of business at so important a railway terminus as Norfolk. 

Second. Up to the present time, a line of railway which the Norfolk Terminal 
company was empowered to construct from a point on the Norfolk and Western 
ndlroad to a point in the harbor of Norfolk is its most important work of con- 
struction, and for the time being, therefore, the company's railway interests 
outweigh its other interests. In relation to this general subject I beg to enclose a 
copy of a letter which I have addressed to the auditor of public accounts in rela- 
tion to the report which he has called upon me to render covering the taxable 
property of the Norfolk Terminal company as of February 1st, 1886. 

Third. By resolution of the company's board of directors, adopted April 28d, 
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1885, the right to use, operate and maintain the railroad belonging to this com- 
pany and all other property used in connection therewith was conveyed to the 
Norfolk and Western railroad company; in accordance with which the entire 
operations pertaining to the company's railway and all other property used in 
connection therewith have been conducted by the Norfolk and Western railroad 
company, and all expenses and earnings relating thereto are given in the annual 
report made to you covering the operations of the Norfolk and Western railroad 
company and forwarded in the early part of the month of November. 

Fourth. The report of the Norfolk Terminal company will, therefore, be prin- 
cipally a statement of its physical characteristics and of its capital accounts. 

I have prepared and herewith submit the desired report, and trust that the 
same will be found in acceptable shape. 

It will give me great pleasure to give prompt attention to anything further 
which may be needed in connection with this matter, and I shall be glad to hear 
from you at your convenience in relation thereto.

I beg to report as follows concerning the Norfolk Terminal company, 
which is called upon to make a report of the estimated value of its real and per- 
sonal property as of the Ist of February, 1885, under the statement of the railroad 
commissioner that *' the Norfolk Terminal company is a railroad company, though 
not in operation on February 1st, 1885 " : 

While the Norfolk Terminal company has the right to construct and operate a 
railway, it also possesses other rights and powers which are properly possessed by 
a company formed to meet the important needs which led to the incorporation of 
the Norfolk Terminal company. And while at the present moment its railway 
construction and the facilities incident thereto are such as to comprise by far the 
greater part of its construction account, it is important to bear in mind that this 
is by no means certain to continue, and that hereafter it is not at all improbable 
that the company's construction outlay in the direction of wharves, docks, ware- 
houses, elevators, cotton compresses, etc., which will be needed in the gradual 
development of traffic, as the importance of Norfolk as a terminal railroad point 
and an ocean shipping point becomes more and more recognized, may be such as 
to dwarf its strictly railroad interests. 

*A company of this character has of necessity different powers and privileges 
from those which would be necessary to it were it strictly and only a railroad 
company, and the lands which it is obliged to acquire in anticipation of the 
carrying out of the extensive plans which for some time have been in contempla- 
tion are largely in excess of those which a railroad company pure and simple 
would be obliged to hold. 

It is therefore evident that at some time, if not at present, it will not be proper 
to consider the Norfolk Terminal company as purely a railroad company, and the

ai^g^oment against so considering it for tlie present is that the only report which it 
can make covering its taxable property as of February Ist, 1885, will sliow that the 
Norfolk Terminal company owns a single tract of land which is larger than a 
railroad company could hold for purely railroad purposes. It may be in accord- 
ance with the view of the railroad commissioner to consider that the Norfolk 
Terminal company is a railroad company with special permission given by the 
legislature to do certain things not ordinarily included in railroad operations, as 
vharfing, warehousing, cotton compressing, etc., in addition to building and ope- 
rating certain short lines of railway. On this assimiption, if acceptable, it is proi)er 
for me to report that on February Ist, 1885, the Norfolk Terminal company was 
the owner of 232.62 acres of land iki Norfolk county above high-water mark of the 
Elizabeth river. At the date named the value of this land was merely that which 
it would command as farm land, and I think it proper, therefore, to return the 
property of the company as 232.62 acres of land of the estimated value of $50 per 
acre, or $11,631, with certain farm buildings situated thereupon of the estimated 
value of 17,500. 

The enclosed report is made in accordance with the foregoing explanation, which 
I trust will be found accurate and satisfectory. The whole matter will be consid- 
ered carefully before the time arrives for making the next report to you, and this 
company will carefully strive to make clear any matters which may now seem to 
be indistinct owing to the newness of its status and operations. 

In the effort to get this subject in a shape which will make it clear to me, I have 
written a very lengthy letter, for which I claim your kind indulgence.

Pursuant to instructions from said Board, I visited Norfolk and herein make 

the following report as to the value of the Norfolk Terminal railroad company, 

which is operated and owned by the Norfolk and Western railroad company. The 

Terminal company owns in Norfolk city two large warehouses, which warehouses 

are located on land owned by the N. & W. R. R. Co. Said warehoused are valued 

by the railroad company at $25,090 82. The company also owns in Norfolk county 

232.62 acres of land, valued at $50 dollars per acre— total, $11,631. ' Upon this 232.62 

acres of land there are several farm buildings of value $7,500. Upon this land is 

also located a coal pier, its cost of construction being about $200,000, and has been 

used about two years. It is insured against fire for the sum of $80,000. No freight 

is handled at this point but coal. This pier is connected with the N. & W. by a 

line of railroad 5.3 miles loi^, called the Norfolk Terminal company. Said road is 

in good condition, of standard gauge, running through a flat country, and can be 

replaced at about $7,000 per mile.

My frieihds, Mitchell Bros., merchants at Fancy Gi^, Carroll 
eomty, Va., complain of unjust freights charged them by the Norfolk and Western 
Railroad Company. As examples of their grievances, I enclose you two bills of 
freight on goods from Bristol to Max Meadows. One bill shows 695 pounds of 
freight carried for the sum of 13 23 ; the other bill shows 250 pounds of freight 
carried over the same road between the same points at a cost of $3 53. A glance 
at the bills will show that the goods chaiged for are nearly of the same class ; yet 
in one case it cost $3 23 to carry 595 pounds of freight, while in the other it cost a 
larger sum to carry less than half the amount of freight. 

I cannot see by what kind of arithmetic the amount of chaiges are arrived at 
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In either bill. It seems to me also that the rates charged, even if they are prop- 
erly carried out, are exorbitant 

I send you these two bills merely as examples of what the parties complain of, 
hoping that it will receive your attention, and that a jost and proper schedule of 
nUes may be established on the road for the freight-payers of my county, nearly 
jiXI of whom complain of heayy and irregular charges.

On the 6th instant we shipped a bale of trees addressed to our agent 
at Concord, Norfolk and Western railroad. They were delivered by the agent of 
the Virginia Midland road to the Norfolk and Western agent at Lynchbuiig on 
the 8th. On the 12th our agent went to Lynchburg to see why the trees were not 
forwarded by the Norfolk and Western road. Their agent claimed that they 
had forwarded, then, afterwards, admitted that they had not, but promised that he 
would do so at once. Our agent then returned to Concord the second time to de- 
liver the trees to parties who had ordered them-, and who has been a second time 
.notified to come for their trees (they having been disappointed the first time by the 
failure of the Norfolk and Western road to forward the stock promptly). The trees 
again failed to come, and consequently our customers were compelled to return 
home without them. Having traveled many miles in each instance and been twice 
disappointed, they declined to come again, and the stock is a total loss to us. We 
wrote (through our representative) to the general freight agent of the Norfolk and 
Western road, asking to be reimbursed for our loss, but he has, so far, ignored our 
claim. 

We do not know whether or not you have any jurisdiction in such matters, but 
make the above statement to you, hoping you may be able to suggest or advise the 
best mode of procedure for us to recover from the company. There is no doubt of 
gross negligence upon the part of the agent at Lynchburg, and we have sufiTered 
not only the actual value of the stock lost in this case, but our reputation has suf- 
fered in the estimation of our customers, to whom we had promised the delivery 
of thfe stock upon a certain date, which we were uhable< to perform, owiiig to the 
undue detention by the railroad company at Lynchburg.

Consolidation (1868) of the Virginia Central and the Covington and Ohio rail- 
road companies. 

The Virginia Central was opened to Covington at the base of the Alleghany 
range, 208.50 miles from Richmond in 1867. Included in this line was the Blue 
Ridge railroad of 17 miles, a State work, involving an expensive tunnel. 

The Covington and Ohio railroad was undertaken, with means supplied chiefly 
by the State, for the purpose of extending its railroad system to the Ohio river. 
The work on the extension was abandoned in 1861, resumed in 1868, and the 
whole line completed March 1, 1873. 

On the 2d of April, 1878, the road was sold and the present company organized, 
to which the property was conveyed July 1, 1878. 

Since July 1, 1886, the road has been operated by the Newport News and Mis- 
sissippi Valley company.
